In Mr. Habington's MS. ſurvey of Worceſterſhire, wrote about 
1630, he mentions the Sebrights in Wolverley, as of long ſtand- 
ing in the county of Worceſter, and names out of an old regiſter 
of the priory of Worceſter, John Sebright, as poſſeſſed of lands in 
Wolverley, 6 Edw. I. (a). 

The lineal deſcendant from Mabell, aforeſaid, wasJohn Sebright, 
of Blackſhall, who lived 6 Hen. 7. This John, did bargain and 
ſell one meſſ. and thirty acres of land, called Brookes, lying in 
Much Badow, in Eſſex, for ever to one Robert Arthure, of Stepley, 
in Eſſex, dated 26. Oct. 6 Hen. 7. (5), His ſon Humphrey, of 
Blackſhall, in Wolvereſtone (or Wolverley) married Catharine, 
daughter of Ridge, of Ridge, in com. Staff, and was father of 
Edward, who took to wife Joyce, daughter of William Groſvenor, 
of Bubington, in Staffordſhire, Eſq; by whom he had a daughter, 
Eleanor, married to Thomas Auſtin, of Oxley in com. Staff Eſq; 
and two ſons, John, (of whom hereafter) and William, who was 
Town Clerk of London, 16 Eliz. (c) and the lovinge father of 
the poor of Wlvereſlow (d) and the neighbouring pariſhes, whoſe 
large gyftes are thus recorded in Wolverley church.

(Sir EDWARD, KEnicur.) 
Created BARON ET, Feb. 1. 1626. 


HIS family is of Saxon extraction (a), and has flouriſhed 

in the county of Kent, long before ſurnames were in uſe, 
as plainly appears by the Doomſday- Book, and the Textus Riffenſis, 
and by ſeveral Saxon deeds (till in being. The name Dering, is 
a Saxon word, and ſignifies terror; and the horſe, which is the 
creſt of the family, was the arms of the chief Saxons, and par- 
ticularly of Hengiſt himſelf, and of all the Kings of Kent ſucceſſive- 
ly. In the Textus Reffenſis we find, that Diering Miles was a 
witneſs to a deed, by which King Etheluff gave certain lands in 
Cucolaſtone to the church of Rocheſter, A. D. 880. And he 
is ſaid to be deſcended in a direct line from Ethelwald, King of 
Diera, whoſe father Oſwald was ſlain by Penda the Mercian, 
A. D. 642. And Ethelwald, being then an infant, not four 
years old, was defeated of his kingdom by Oſway, his baſtard 
uncle, and forced to fly into Kent, where his pofterity were 
called the Dierans, as coming from that country, From this 
DiERIN G MiLes, to the Norman invaſion, are reckoned ſeven 
generations; the laſt of which was called Dering filius Syredi, 
and was ſlain with King Harold at battle in Suſſex. He was fa- 
ther of Syred de Ferningham, who was the father of Leofget, 
who, upon the death of William the Norman, took up arms' 
with Ode, Biſhop of Baieux, in behalf of Duke Robert; but 


: being over-powered, he retired with his family into Normandy, 


where he had two ſons born, viz. Normanus Dering, ſo called 
from the place of his birth ; and Robert, ſo called from Robert, 
Duke of Normandy. This Normanus Fitz-Dering, married 
Matilda, only ſiſter and heir to William de Ipres, Earl of Kent,

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and King Stephen's General, and was himſelf Vice- Comes Cantii, 
a place of the higheſt truſt and honour in thoſe times. 

At the battle of Lincoln, where King Stephen was taken pri- 
ſoner, this gentleman was ſlain near the King's perſon, endeavour- 
ing to reſcue his Majeſty ; and being found after the battle with 
his ſhield covered with blood, his poſterity were allowed to add 
to their paternal coat of arms, three Torteauxes in chief, in me- 
mory of his loyalty and bravery. 

Mi . Philpot ſays (a), Norman Fitz Dering, was Sheriff of 
© Kent under King Stephen, unto whom Queen Maud directed 
© her writ concerning ſome land given by her to the nun Helmida,

N OT tradition alone, but a concurrent teſtimony of the 

moſt authentick records, ſufficiently prove, that this family 
has for many ages been ſeated in Northamptonſhire, and like- 
wiſe ſeem to evince a certainty of their being denominated from 
Iſham, a town of the faid county in the hundred of Orlingbury, 
Such authority, ſupported by variety of corroborating circum- 
ſtances, gives us encouragement to begin at the Norman Epocha, 
from which æra, we ſhall attempt to deduce them to our days, 
in as uninterrupted a ſeries as this diſtance of time, and the many 
caſualties incident to it will admit. 

Azor, when William the Conqueror made his general ſurvey, 
(begun in 1080 though not finiſhed till fix years after) held of 
the Abbot of Peterborough in Picheley, (a Lordſhip contiguous 
to Iſham,) and where a branch of the family afterwards reſided, 
(a manor therein being called Iſham's Manor) five Hides (a) 
and one yard land. Azo held there one hide and a half. 

Either Azor, or Azo, if they were different men, which the 
fmall variation of a letter would incline one to think they were 
not, was probably the Perſon, who is recorded to be father to 
Roger de Iſham, (6) one of the firſt benefactors to the Priory of 
St. Andrew, in Northampton, founded by Simon de St. Liz, in 
the 18th year of the Conqueror ; giving thereto two parts of the 
tithe of all his demeſns in Iſham, which, among other donati- 
ons, was ratified by King Henry I. (c) and afterwards confirmed 
by Hugh, who was conſecrated Biſhop of Lincoln, in the reign 
of Henry II. 

Henry de Iſham, next occurs in the records of the ſaid Priory, 
as a witneſs to the grant of Henry de Harwedon, ſon of Simon 
de Harwedon, of all the tithes of his fee in Iſham ; very likely 
Roger, was Father to this Henry, to whom are attributed two 
ſons, Henry, and Thomas; from which laſt, the exiſting branch 
of the family derive their deſcent, |

Ann. 1273, Robert le Bauth, having then the cuſtody of his lands 
and hereditaments, by virtue of which he preſented that ſame 
year (g) John de Iſham, to the aforeſaid mediety, void by the 
death of Maſter Henry. It was found by inquiſition, 8 Ed. I. 1280. 
that Henry, fon of Henry de Iſham, held a Knight's fee in Iſham, 
and that he ought to pay five ſhillings towards the ward of the 
caſtle of (%) Rockingham. In the ſame reign, Henry de Iſham, 
held a Knight's Fee of (i) Chriſtiana Ledet, and three parts 
of a hide of Alexander Daundevill (4), all in Iſham, and 1 Ed.

Laſtly, we meet with William de Iſham, whoſe daughter and 
heir, Elizabeth, was the wife of William Bernake, of Bernake 
which William, leaving likewiſe by her an heir female, the 
eſtate in Iſham, paſſed into the houſe of Luffewick, of Luffe- 
wick, and from thence was convey'd the ſame way into that of 
Pickering. 

Having thus brought the eldeſt branch to a period in an heir

Gyles Iſham, Eſq; the eldeſt ſon, was brought up to the

He was ſucceeded in honour and eftate by 

Sir Juſtinian Tſham, Bart. his only ſon, born the 20th of 
January, 1610. (a) having made a ſufficient progreſs in claſſical 
learning, he was ſent from ſchool to Cambridge, and admitted 
Fellow Commoner of Chriſt College, April 18, 1627. As na- 
ture had furniſhed him with excellent parts, ſo the advantage of 
ſuch an Education, improved afterwards by that of travel into 
foreign countries, rendered him one of the moſt accompliſhed 
perſons of his time, being a Gentleman not only of fine learning, 
but above all famed for his ſingular piety, and exemplary life. 
During the time of the grand rebellion, he adhered firmly to the 
royal cauſe, for which he ſuffered in ſeveral reſpects, both in his 
perſon and his eſtate, his perſon having been put into priſon, and 
was obliged to compound for the eſtate he enjoyed in his father's 
life time, at Shangton, in Leiceſterſhire, at no leſs than (5) 11061, 
notwithſtanding which, he was remarkably liberal, to the pious 
and learned orthodox Clergy, whom he generouſly aſſiſted in their 
greateſt neceſſities. Thus diſtinguiſhed, by his loyalty and other 
virtues, his country, upon the happy reſtoration of the church 
and monarchy, judging him to be a perſon moſt fitly qualified to 
repreſent them, elected him one of their Knights, to the Parlia- 
ment, which met, May 8, 1661. and continued to fit beyond 
the period of his life.

After her death, Sir Juſtinian, continued a widower many years, 
and then in 165 3. took to his ſecond wife, Vere, daughter of 
Thomas, Lord Leigh, of Stonely, by Mary, his wife, daughter 
and co-heir to Sir Thomas Egerton, eldeſt fon of Thomas, Lord 
Elſemere, Viſcount Brackley, High Chancellor of England, This 
Lady, who deceaſed Oct. 29, 1704. brought him fix ſons and 
two Daughters, I. Thomas, II. Juſtinian, III. John, now living, 
who was Under-Secretary each time the Earl of Nottingham was 
one of the Principal Secretaries of State, and in the latter end of 
King William's reign, a Commiſſioner for the forfeited eſtates 
in Ireland; he married Frances, daughter and co-heir to Sir 
Richard Aſhfeild, Bart, by whom he has had two ſons and a 
daughter; Juſtinian, now living, who married Mary, daughter 
of Sir Stephen Anderſon, of Eyworth, in com. Bedf. Bart. John 
and Frances, dead. IV. Charles, who died in the eleventh year 
of his age, V. and VI. Ferdinando and Henry, both dying very 
young men. Mary, the firſt wife to Sir Marmaduke D'Ayrell, 
Ent, late of Caſtle Camps, in Cambridgeſhire, and Vere, young 
Ladies that were learned beyond their ſex and years, the firſt in 
the latin Tongue, the latter in Mathematicks, and Algebra, both 
certainly deſerving of a much greater length of days, than it 
was either of their fates to enjoy. Sir Juſtinian, being at Oxford, 
to place one of his ſons in Chriſt Church, was ſeiſed with a fit of 
the ſtone, which deprived the world of this valuable man, March 
2, 1674. in the 65th year of his age. His corps was brought 
from thence to Lamport, and depoſited in the vault he had 
cauſed to be made for himſelf and poſterity, with the following 
inſcription (a).

Sir Thomas Iſham, Bart. then within age, ſucceeded him, 2 
young Gentleman of a beautiful perſon, and a ſweet diſpoſition, 
who having finiſhed his travels in France and Italy, and being on 
the point of entring into the ſtate of matrimony, was, July the 
26th 1681. ſnatched away by death, at London, in the very 
flower of his youth, being but twenty-four years old ; upon 
which, the title and eſtate deſcended to his next brother, 

Sir Juſtinian Iſham, Bart. who met with the news of his 
brother's death as he was returning to England from France. 
In 1685. 1 Jac, II. he was elected a Burgeſs for the town of 
Northampton, after which, when our religion and laws were 
ſtruck at in that unfortunate reign; upon the landing of the 
Prince of Orange, he appeared in arms at Nottingham, where 
ſeveral Lords, and a good number of Gentlemen of the bel: 
quality and fortunes, having formed themſelves into a Troop, a8 
a guard to the Princeſs Anne, moſt of them were for conferring 


the command of it upon him, which he modeſtly ew the 
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choice fell on the Right Reverend Dr. Compton, Biſhop of Lon- 
don, whom he propoſed, and he contented himſelf with being 


their cornet, the ſtandard he bore having this motto in letters of 


gold. |

Without doubt the true motive he engaged upon ; for it is ap- 
parent by his behaviour in the convention that enſued, he had 
little thoughts of running the lengths of ſome people, notwith- 
he ſtood as fair for preferment as moſt, and had even 
good offers, particularly, as we are informed, that of a commiſſion 
to raiſe a regiment of foot, His being bail for a certain Peer, 


* his friend and neighbour, who had fallen under the diſpleaſure of 


the Government, was the chief occaſion he was not returned 
for the town of Northampton to the opening of the Parliament 
that met March 20, 1689. but a vacancy happening, through 


* the death of one of the members, he came in the very firſt ſeſſion, 
| and ſerved for the ſame place in the two following Parliaments. 


In 1698. he was elected by the almoſt unanimous voice of the 


* county of Northampton, one of their Knights of the ſhire, and 
continued to repreſent the ſaid county to the day of his death, 


though not without ſtrong Oppoſition from great men, in the 


| years 1702 and 1705. having thus, with great honour and inte- 


grity, ſerved in four Parliaments for the town, beſides that of 
the convention, and in ten for the county of Northampton. He 


married July 16. 1683. Elizabeth, only daughter to Sir Edmond 
| Turner, of Stoke Rochford, in the county of Lincoln, Knt. by 


Margaret, his wife, daughter of Sir John Harriſon, of Balls, in 
Hertfordſhire, Knt. a Lady adorned with ſo ſweet, eaſy, and 


| engaging a temper, ſet off with ſuch other rare accompliſhments, 


that her too untimely death, which happened Aug. 22. 1713. 


could not be ſufficiently deplored by all that knew her, and par- 
| ticularly by her husband, upon whom ſo piercing a loſs made 


ſuch deep impreſſion, that it was with difficulty he ever got over 


it. But it pleaſed God to permit him to ſurvive her 'till May 


13, 1730, being then near 72 years old. She lies buried in the

Weſtminſter, as one of the Knights for this ſhire : and the 
next enſuing year, (the clouds being over) had a full releaſe 
from the Biſhop of Saint David's, and other his feoffees, of all 
their intereſt in this mannor and the reſt of his lands.

Stafford, of Pipe, in 
Staffordſhire, which Tho. reſided here at Bagington, whilf 
it continued unſold, but that was not long, for Sir John Bagot, 
Knt. one of the feofiees of Sir Will. Bagot's lands, by his 
deed, dated upon Palm-Sunday, 5 H. 5. (wherein makin; 
mention of the laſt will and teſtament of the faid Sir Will 
Bagot, made and publiſhed, by which he appointed, that Mar- 
garet, his wife, ſhould hold this mannour during her lite 
the remainder to the aforenamed I ho. Stafford, and [Ifabell, 
and the heires of the body of the ſaid Iſabell, lawfully be- 
gotten ; and in cafe the ſhould die, leaving no ſuch iſſue, then to 
be fold, and the money received for the ſame, diſpoſed and 
diſtributed for the health of the fouls of him the faid Wil 
and Margaret) did with the conſent of the ſaid Margaret 
Tho. Stafford, and Iſabel], fell and grant the reverſion 0 
this mannour, (which ought, as he there expreſſeth, to have 
come to him, the ſaid Sir John Bagot, after the deceaſe 0 
the ſaid Margaret, Tho. and Iſabell, without iſſue) unte 
© Rich, Beauchamp, E. of Warwick, Will. Mountfort, an 
others, their heirs and aſſigns, for ever.“

Lieutenant of Calais, before mentioned, who married Beatrix 
daughter of Sir John Villers, Knt. and dying 1437, was buriet 
at the St. Auguſtine Fryers, in Stafford, near Ford-bridge.

(FRANCIS, EsquiRE,) 
Created BaronET, June 1, 1627. 


T HIS family is of great antiquity, and derives its original from 

Denmark (b), and flouriſhed in this kingdom from the time of 
theDaniſh monarchy to this day, and have had conſiderable eſtates 
in Huntingtonſhire, Cambridgeſhire, Eſſex, and Suffolk, and were 
lords of the manor of Mannocks, in Great Gravenſdon, com. Hun- 
ungton, from the conqueſt till lately, Their original from Den- 
mark is mentioned on Sir Francis Mannock, the firſt Baronet's tomb 
in Stoke church.

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Robert Mannock, Eſq; was the firſt of this family that dwelt at 
Stoke- Juxta-Neyland, in Suffolk, Temp. Edw. III. William, his fon, 
was father of John, who had ifſue Philip Mannock, Eſq; who 
purchaſed Giffords Hall, 6 Hen. VI. where his poſterity have re- 
ſided to this day.

anceſtor to the branch we are now to treat of; and 3. Thomas, 
of Speechley, in com. Wigorn. As ſeveral conſiderable Perſons 
were deſcended from this youngeſt fon, we ſhall give ſome account 
of them, before we proceed to the Pillaton branch. 

This Thomas, the third fon, by Anne (a), daughter of John 
Botreaux, of Abbots Salford, in com. Warw. Eſq; had ſeveral 
children; John, his ſecond fon, and heir to his elder brother Thomas, 
was parſon of Mounſlow, in com. Salop. He married Alice, daugh- 
ter of Richard Thornes, of Cundover, in the ſame county, Eſq; by 
whom he had ſeveral ſons. This John Littleton, made his will in 
writing dated 12 Auguſt, 1560. 2 Eliz. and by the ſame having 
made diverſe deviſes to his wife and five ſons, whom he there 
nameth, (the ſaid will being long) doth at laſt make this recital 
and proteſtation, viz. * Whereas I have bargained and ſould for the 
© advancement of my children, all my lands and tenements in 
Abbot Sawford, Bydford, and Barton, in com. Warwic. to 
my loving kinſman, Edward Littleton, Eſq; ſerjeant at armes, us 
by good aſſurance in law, by me made and acknowledged ray 
appeare; and whereas alſo it is by ſome ſayed and reported. that 
I ſhould ſell and bargaine the ſame before to Anthony Littleton, 
my brother, Richard Sheldon, Robert Gower, William Moore, 
and others, which talk is craftily invented to bring me in {lander 
of, the world: I do by this my laſt will proteſt, and take God to 
witneſs, I never made to them, nor any of them, any ſuch 
aſlurance of my ſayd lands; but it hereafter they ſhew forth any, 
it is fained and forged without my conſent and agreement '. 
Thomas, his eldeſt ſon, was of Stoke Milburgh, in com. Salop (c), 
and having married Frances, daughter of Adam Lutley, of Bromſ- 
croft Caſtle, in Com. Salop, Eſq; died 1621. and was interred at 
Mounſlow, leaving five ſons; firſt, Sir Adam, of Stoke Milburg", 
created Baronet Oct. 14, 1642. who by Etheldred, daughter and 
coheir of Thomas Poyntz, of North Okendon, in Eſſex, Eſq; had 
ſeveral children, His eldeſt ſon was Sir T homas Littleton, Bart.

died 1709. which title is now extint. Richard, the ſecond ſon 
of Adam, died unmarried ; 3. Thomas, vicar of Hales Owen, in 
Shropſhire, father of Dr. Adam Littleton, one of the prebendaries 
of Weſtminſter, and ſub-dean of that church, who was the author 
of the Latin and Engliſh dictionary, and other works. He died 
June 30, 1694 (a), and lies buried in Chelſea Church; 4 John, 
and 5 George, vicar of Long Stanton, in Com. Salop. 

Sir Edward Littleton, of Henley, in com. Salop, Knt. ſecond 
fon of John, parſon of Mounſlow, was (5) chief juſtice of North- 
Wales, and dying Sept. 1621. was interred at Llanvaire, in Den- 
bighſhire. He left iſſue by Mary, daughter of Edmund Walter, 
of Ludlow, in com. Salop, Eſq; chief juſtice of South-Wales, 8 
ſons ; 1. Edward, of whom hereafter, 2. William, ſerjeant at 
law, 3. James, fellow of All-Souls College, Oxford, who as well 
as his brother William, died unmarried ; 4. William, who married, 
but left no male iſſue; 5. John, fellow of All-Souls College, Oxford, 
and elected maſter of the temple, 1638. from whence he was ejected 
in 1644. (c) for being in the King's army; 6. Nathaniel, a gentleman 
in the Earl of Southampton's company, in the LowCountries ; 7. Sir 
Timothy Littleton, Knt. one of the Barons of the Exchequer, who 
died 1679. (d) and lies buried in the Temple Church; 8. Samuel, 
the three laſt died unmarried. 

Edward Littleton, Eſq; the eldeſt ſon, was Lord keeper of the 
great ſeal of England in the reign of King Charles I. was born 
in Shropſhire in 1589, and became a gentleman commoner of 
Chriſt Church in Oxford in the beginning of the year 1606 (e), 
and took the degree of Bachelor of Arts April the 28th, 1609 (J). 
Thence he was removed to the Inner- Temple, where he made fo 
great a progreſs in the ſtudy of the law, that he became eminent in 


the profeſſion of it, In the parliament in 1628 he had the manage- 


ment of the high preſumption charged on the Duke of Bucking- 
ham about King James's death; upon which occaſion he behaved 
himſelf with an univerſal applauſe between the jealouſy of the peo- 
ple, and the honour of the court (g). His firſt preferment in the 
law was the place of a Judge in North-Wales, after which he was 
elected Recorder of London (/, being about the fame time coun- 
ſellor to the univerſity of Oxford. In 1632 he was choſen ſum- 
mer-reader of the ſociety of the Inner- Temple (i). October the 
17th, 1634. he was made ſolicitor-general (4). June the 6th, 

1635.

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1635. he was knighted by his Majeſty at Whitehall (a). January 
the 27th, 1639. he was conſtituted Lord Chief Juſtice of the 
Common-Pleas ; and January the 23d following was appointed 
Lord-Keeper of the Great Seal (5). February the 18th he was 
made a peer of England by the name of Lord Littleton, Baron 
of Mounſlow, in Shropſhire (c). In the beginning of the long 
parliament he was in good eſteem with both houſes ; and when the 
King paſled theT riennial Bill, and that of the Subſidies, both houſes 
by the Lord-keeper returned their thanks to his Majeſty (4), He 
ſtaid ſome time with the Parliament; but at laſt in July 1642. retired 
to the King at York, having juſt before ſent the Great Seal 
thither. Whitelocke tells us (e), © that the Lord-keeper, after his 
great adherence to the Parliament, delivered the Great Seal to 
© Mr. Elliot, whom the King ſent to him for it; and ſhortly 
© after Littleton followed the ſeal to the King, but was not re- 
© ſpeted by him, or his courtiers; yet he was a man of courage 
© and of excellent parts and learning,” The Earl of Clarendon 
obſerves (J), that the Lord-keeper in the houſe of Lords ſilently 
ſuffered all matters to be carried to the prejudice of his Majeſty, 
and uſed too great a complaiſance towards the prevailing party, 
Mr. Hyde, who was much truſted by the King in the Houſe of 


Commons, and had ever born the keeper a great reſpect, was as | 


much concerned at his behaviour as any man, and with great free- 
dom told his Lordſhip, how much he was fallen in the eſteem of 
all good men; and that the King could not but be highly dif- 
pleaſed with him; and then diſcourſed upon an odd vote about che 
militia, that had paſſed. Though the Lord-keeper was ignorant 
how much the King at that time truſted Mr. Hyde, he was nat 
ignorant, that his Majeſty had a good opinion of him: ſo that as 
ſoon as he had entered upon this diſcourſe, to which he was very 
attentive, he went to the door (they being themſelves in his ſtudy 
at Exeter-Houſe) and finding ſome perſons in the next room, he 
ordered them to withdraw; and locking both the door of that 
room and his ſtudy, begun with giving Mr. Hyde many thanks for 
his friendſhip, which he could not more manifeſtly efteem than 
by uſing freedom again with him, which he deſigned to do. Then 
he bewailed his own condition ; and that he had been advanced 
from the Common-Pleas, where he was acquainted with the buli- 
neſs and the perſons he had to deal withal, to an higher office, 
which required him to deal with another ſort of men, and in at- 
fairs in which he was a ſtranger ; nor had he one friend among 


them, with whom he could confer upon any difficulty, that no

On the Saturday following, between two and three of the clock in 
the afternoon, Mr. Elliot, a groom of the bed-chamber tothe prince, 
came to the keeper, and found him alone in the room where he uſed 
to fit, and delivered him a letter from the King in his own hand; 
wherein he required him, with many expreſſions of kindneſs and 
eſteem, © to make haſte to him; and if his indiſpoſition (for he was 
often troubled with gravel and ſharpneſs of urine) would not ſuffer 
© him to make ſuch haſte upon the journey, as the occaſion re- 
© quired, that he ſhould deliver the ſeal to the perſon who gave 
© him the letter ; who, being a ſtrong young man, would make 
© ſuch haſte as was neceſſary ; and that he might make hi 
© own journey, by thoſe degrees which his health required.“ The 
keeper was ſurpriſed with the meſſenger, whom he did not like ; 
and more when he found that he knew the contents of the letter, 
which, he hoped, would not have been communicated to any man, 
who ſhould be ſent: He anſwered him with much reſervation, and 
when the other with bluntneſs, as he was no polite man, demanded 
the ſeal of him, which he had not thought of putting out of his 
own hands; he anſwered him, © that he would not deliver it into 
© any hands, but the King's; * but preſently recollecting himſelf, 
and looking over his letter again, he quickly conſidered, that it 
would be hazardous to carry the ſeal himſelf ſuch a journey ; and 
that if by any purſuit of him, which he could not but ſuſpeR, he 
ſhould be ſeized upon, the King would be very unhappily diſap- 
pointed of the ſeal, which he had reafon ſo much to depend upon; 
and that his misfortune would be wholly imputed to his own fault 
and infidelity (which without doubt he abhorred with his heart) and 
the only way to prevent that miſchief, or to appear innocent under 
it, was to deliver the ſeal to the perſon truſted by the King him- 
ſelf to receive it ; and fo, without telling him any thing of his own 
purpoſe, he delivered the ſeal into his hands; who forthwith put 
himſelf on his horſe, and with wonderful expedition preſented the 
Great Seal into his Majeſty's own hands, who was infinitel) 
pleaſed with it; and with the meſſenger. 

The keeper, that evening, pretended to be indiſpoſed, and that 
he would take his reſt early, and therefore that no body ſhould be 
admitted to ſpeak with him : and then he called Serjeant Lee to 
him, who was the Serjeant who waited upon the ſeal, and in whom 
he had great confidence, as he well might; and told him freely, 
That he was reſolved, the next morning, to go to the King, 
© who had ſent for him ; that he knew well, how much malice 
© he ſhould contract by it from the Parliament, which would uſe 
© all the means they could to apprehend him; and he himſelf knev 


not how he ſhould perform the journey, therefore he put . 
| intire 
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© intirely into his hands; that he ſhould cauſe his horſes to be ready

acres of wood, with ten of paſture, &c. 

A deſcendant from Hamelin, was Richard de Trelony, who 
by deed fans date (a), gave to Pagan, fon of Cleke, half an acre 
of land in Caron, parcel of the manor of South Caron, He leſt 
William, his ſon, who was ſeized in his demeſne as of fee of; 
fourth part of a knights fee in Tregenelek, as appears by a deed, 
whereby Reginald de Botrell, confirmed the fame to him and his 
heirs to hold of John Oſmer, of Tregewe, and his heirs, witneſſed 
by Sir William de Roſcrowe, and Sir Ralph de Bovil, Knights, 
He was father of John, his ſon and heir, who married Joan, 
daughter to Reginald de Botrell; by this Joan, he left iſſue William, 
his ſon and heir, who had in marriage with Joan, daughte of 
Stephen 'Trewynick, lands in fee-tail in Trilawny, Overagonan, 
and the mill de la Morgans, There was a fine levied by Stephen 
Trewynick, and Iſabel his wife, to this William 'Trelawny, and 
Joan his wife, of lands in Trewynt, and other places in Mich, 
Term, 3 Edw. I. He left iſſue John de Trelony, living 9 Edw.l, 
unto whom and his heirs for ever, Henry Oſmer, of Tregewe, 
mu by deed without date 1280. the moiety of all his lands af 

regenelek, with the homages and ſervices of lands in Roſgril, 
Nethera, 'T regewe, and T regenelek, 23 Edw. I. Alva de In- 
vethy, in her widowhood, quit claim, and aſſigned unto him tie 
homage of Goderith Jode, of Lanayſte, and Iſabel his wife, and 
of Walter, of T reskeynowe, and Maud his wife, and of their ſeveral 
heirs, with the rents, ſervices, reliefs, ſuits of Court, and Eſchezts: 
All manner of profits of Roſe his ſiſter, which ſhe ought, and wi 
accuſtomed to do, for her lands at Lanayſte, now parcel of the 
manor of Trelawny. 

This John, was one of thoſe who was upon the inquiſition of 
what lands Edmund (5), Earl of Cornwall, died ſeized of. He 
married Lucy, daughter to Sir Richard Serjeaux, Knight, and had 
iſſue a daughter Mary, married to Sir John Moeles, Knight, by 
whom deſcended Courtenay, and Peverell; and William, his ſa 
and Heir. 

The ſaid William de Trelawny, was one of the burgeſſes te. 
turned for Launceſton, to ſerve in the parliament at Weſtminſter, 
19 Edw, II. He married Margery, daughter to John de Rypari 
or Rivers, teſtified by a releaſe, dated 24 Edw. III. wherein he 
quits all his right in all lands, in Treidocke, Trethynna, Penhall, 
Hurdyn Magna, Hurdyn Parva, Trelyn, Curcalyn, and Tit

Rivers. He, with Sir Reginald de Botreaux, and Sir John Arundel, 
were commiſſioners to return the names of ſuch who held 100/. (a) 
jearly in the county of Cornwall. In 36 Edw. III. he enfeoffs 
Robert, Vicar of Alternon, and others of the manors of T relawny, 
&, and lands in Tregarrek, &c. who regrant them to Margery, 
wife of the ſaid William, during her life, and afterwards to Wil- 
lam Trelawny, ſon of the ſaid William, and to the heirs of his 


Gon and heir of William, was another William, to whom T homas 
& T regodek releaſed all the ſervices of all his free tenants in Trey- 
thick, 40 Edw. III. he married Joan, ſole ſiſter and heir to John, 
and daughter to Richard Doyngnell, by whom he had the manors 
of Folemore and Wolſton Penhangor, and the third part of Tre- 
ill; and left iſſue John, his ſon and heir. 

Which John, by gift of his father, enjoyed 40 Edw. III. lands 
in the ville of Trilawny, and in divers other places in Cornwall, 
and upon his father's death became poſſeſſed of the ancient patri- 
mony, and had the honour of Knighthood. He was living anno 
Hen. IV. At which time a fine was levied by him and his wife 
Matild, daughter to Robert Mynwenyke. He and his lady were 
both living 19 Rich. II. when Robert T rewinnick made a Feoff- 
ment to them of his parts in Hurdon. (About this time, viz. 12 
Hen, IV, one Richard Trelenay, was one of the members to ſerve 
n parliament for Launceſton.) He had iſſue a ſon of his own name. 

Which John, received the honour of Knighthood, was one of 
the Knights of the Shire for Cornwall (4). He was in the fixth 


year one of the coroners of that county, and being in the King's 


ervice in Normandy, and thereby not able to attend that place, a 
viit iſſued for electing another (c). This office of Coroner was 
formerly conferred only upon the wiſeſt Knights of the county, 
who could attend thereon (Stat. Weſtm. C. x.) and it appears from 
the regiſter of writs (4), that if the perſon choſen to this office was 
not a Knight, and had not 100 ſolid : of rent of freehold ; he was 
to be removed. 

In the 4th of Hen. VI. he, (with Sir William Cheyne, and 
others) was commiſſioner of Oyecrand Terminer (e), and he atteſts 
aceed dated 29 July, enrolled in the tower (V). 

He ſo eminently ſignalized himſelf in the wars of France, that 
King Henry V, on the 27th of Sept. in his ſeventh year at Giſors,

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in Normandy, (as a juſt recompence of his ſignal ſervices) granted 
him twenty pounds yearly for his life. And his ſucceſſor, King 
Hen. VI. was pleaſed to confirm it to him again in the firſt ye 
of his reign, and granted him, (as tis ſaid) in augmentation to hi 
arms, the coat of the three oaken or laurel leaves, the ſymbols of 
conqueſt. Certain it is, that he was the firſt of this family who 
bore that addition. Under the picture of the former of theſe Kings 
which ſtood formerly over the great gate at Launcefton, was thi 
obſolete rhyme : 


He that will doe _ for mee, 
Let hym love well Sir John Tirlawnee, 


He was living 12 Hen. VI. as appears by an indenture made by 
Robert Whyttingham (Receiver-General of the dutchy of Corn- 
wall) and John Lower, of the profits of the ſaid county, wherein 
mention is made of the payment to the ſaid Sir John, of the annuity 
aforeſaid for Michaelmas term that year. 

He married Agnes, daughter to Robert T rogodeck, who had by 
gift of the ſaid Robert, in frank marriage, poſleflions in Trenthil, 
parcel of the manor of Mynheniot. | 

This Sir John, is often named as reſiding at Treſerret, and hat 
iſſue Joan, wife of Thomas Upton, of Treloiſh, and Iſabel, mar- 
ried to Stephen 'T renewith, to whom and the heirs of their body 
he gave lands in Trenthill, &c. and two ſons ; Sir Richard, and 
John. Sir Richard, in the life-time of his father, was one of the 
burgeſſes for Liskeard, in the Parliament 9 Hen. V. and on 1 July, 
2 Hen. VI. Sir John, the father, ſettles ſeveral lands in truſtees 
for the uſe of himſelf for life, then of Richard, his ſon, the - 
mainder to John, his ſecond ſon, &c. 

This Richard, died without iſſue male (a), 27 Hen. VI. leaving 
by one Agnes Henwood two daughters, from one of which 
deſcended Arundel, of Talferne, by the match of Penpons; from 
the other daughter, are deſcended as heirs-general, Wrey, and 
Smith, of St. Germans; who by virtue of « ſettlement, and an 
award after a long ſuit, had divers of the ancient manors belonging 
to the family. 

John Trelawny, Eſq; ſecond ſon of Sir John, was howere. 
ſeized of a good eftate, (b) in Treytheke, Trethynna, Gonan, 
Hurdon-parva, Hurdon-magna, Bodwhydock, Trem, Lett", 
Treylodock, Penhall, Tregree, &c. to himſelf and Joan, his 
wife, and the heirs of their bodies, by the donation and ſettlemen: 
of his father, Sir John, and was burgeſs for Truro, in the Par- 
liament held 12 Feb. 27 Hen. VI. And having married Ian, 
daughter and heir to Nicholas Helligan, (the heir general of La- to

ſed by the Helligans long before the reign of King Hen. II.) 
no 29 Hen. VI. by the name of John Trelawny, the elder, 
Eq; He ſettled on his ſon John, the younger, for life, all his 
nds, with the mill adjoining, in Porthkulyock, (her inheritance.) 

This John, by the name of John Trelawny, of Treſerrett, 
jad a general pardon granted him. On the 2oth May, 32 Hen. 
VI. the truſtees of Richard Trelawny, convey to this John Tre- 
kwny, the manor of Tregrill, Folemore, Trenylke, Caron, and 


Wolſton, with divers meſſuages in Penhange, Butterdon, Tre- 


zndale, T rewynte, Trighell, Treraffe, and Minheniott. 

ſn Sept. 1 Edw. IV. this John grants to Richard Nevill, Earl 
of Warwick, and others, the moiety of the manors of 'T regilla, 
ke, to the uſe of himſelf for term of his own life (a); then to 
the uſe of John Trelawny, his eldeſt ſon, and to the heirs of his 
body, the remainder to John Trelawny, his younger ſon, and the 
heirs of his body ; with divers other remainders, the laſt to Edward, 
King of England. 

He was in that year ſheriff, and in 14 Edw. IV. had a quietus 
for collecting the tenths and fifteenths in Cornwall, granted by 
Parliament, 

Thomas, Earl of Devon, in conſideration of the annuity of ten 
marks yearly, granted him by this John Trelawny, covenants to 
be a firm and ſure Lord to him in all things which appertain to 
his lands, as far as the law ſhall permit, 33 Hen. VI. 

This perſon is often ſtiled John Trelawny, of Brightorre, and 
lmetimes of Wolſton, in St. Ives Pariſh. 

John, the ſon, was a Knight, Temp. Hen. VII. and augmented 
lis patrimony by a double marriage; his firſt wife was Blanch, (in 
thedeeds often named Candida) daughter and coheir to John Powna, 
of Powna, the heir general of Noddetone, and Crooke, heir of 
Paderda, Pyncerna, and Devyoch. They were married in or be- 
fore the 29th of Hen. VI, as is manifeſt from a feoffment dated that 


yar by the ſaid Powna, His ſecond wife was Jane, daughter and, 


heir to Robert Holland, (widow of John Kendall) by whom 
le had iſſue a daughter Jane, married to John Wideſlade. 

By his firſt Lady he had iſſue a daughter married to Thomas 

lammock, fon and heir of Thomas — of Bocara, in 
4 Hen, VII. who in that year ſettled on her his land in Heligan, 
and five ſons ; firſt, John Trelawny, his eldeſt ſon ; ſecond, ano- 
ther John Trelawny, of St. Germans; (who married firſt, Joan, 
daughter and coheir of Thomas Clemens, of Lyskard, and ſurviv- 
ng her without any iſſue; he married ſecondly Margaret, daughter 
to Richard Buckton, of Buckton, whoſe poſterity now remain 
at Coldrinnick, ſeized of a conſiderable eſtate) third, Roger Tre- 
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lawny, of Brightorre ; (whoſe daughter and heir was married tg 
Hawkins) fourth, Richard Trelawny, of Launceſton ; (who ha 
iſſue) and fifth, Thomas, who died unmarried. 

John, the eldeſt ſon and heir, ſucceeded his father Sir John 
in the bulk of his eſtate. He was, with others, commiſfiuned 
by King Henry VII. to hear the controverſies between the prigr 
of Bodmyn, and others ; and having had in marriage Florence, 
fourth daughter to Sir Hugh Courtenay, of Boconnock, {and 
ſiſter to Edward, Earl of Devon, upon the extin&ion of which 
line, ſhe with her ſiſters became coheirs of that noble family) by 
her had three ſons ; 1. Walter; 2. Alneth ; (to whom (A. 
tharine, Counteſs of Devon, granted the Bailywick, of Exitond, 
and the Weſt gate of the city of Exeter for his life, 3 Hen. VIII.) 
He died at Tournay, 1515, and 3d Edward; the two latter Ciel 
without iſſue. 

Walter, the eldeſt ſon, ſucceeded to the inheritance, and had 
a grant of the conſtableſhip and bailywick of the honour and 
hundred of Plympton, during his life, by patent dated 10 No, 
1 Hen. VIII. to whom, and Catherine, Counteſs of Devon, 
daughter to King Edward IV. he wrote ſeveral letters now t- 
maining. 

By Ifabel, his wife, daughter to John Towſe, of Taunton, in 
com. Somerſet. by Jane his wife (afterwards married to Sir Thomas 
. Grenville) who entred into covenants (a) with John Trelawny, 
father of this Walter, upon this marriage, 20 Hen. VII. He had 
iſſue two ſons, John, and Richard, which latter died without 
iſſue. This Lady ſurvived her husband, who died before 1518, 
as appears by letters full of kind expreſſions ſent to her from Henty 
Courtenay, Marquis of Exeter. 

John, the eldeſt fon, (whoſe wardſhip, as to the manors af 
Mynheniot, and Tregrill, was granted by Henry Courtenay, 
Earl of Devon, to Humfry Colles, 13 Hen. VIII.) ſucceeded to 
the inheritance : & anno 22 Hen. VIII. enfeoffed (%) John 
Arundell, of Talvarne, Eſq; and others of the manors of I + 
ſerret and Devyock, and of all lands in Coldvenyck, Bocoven, 
Treſloget, Porthkulyock, and North Pedreda ; alſo Motlegh nd 
Powna, in com. Devon, in truſt to perform the laſt will and teſtu- 
ment of him the ſaid John Trelawny. 

He was burgeſs in Parliament for Liskeard, in 6 Edw. VI. 
and had two wives, 1. Margery, daughter and heir of Thomas 
Lamelion, of Lamelion (the heir general of Bewcomb, Lande- 
warick, Trithiay, Chynock, and Lucomb) by her he had iſſue 
John, his ſon and heir. His ſecond wife was Lora, daughter and 
heir to Henry Trecarrel, (who ſurvived her husband) (c. y 
her he had iſſue another John, who married Beatrice, daughtc 
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to Hugh Trevanion. He was found to be one of the heirs to the 
karl of Devon, in the 4th and 5th Phil. & Mar. and his will 
tears date 5 Eliz. He obtained a confirmation of the liberties of 
Mynheniot, from Edw. VI. dated 8 Feb. 2do regni ; and from 
Mary, dated 8 Feb. in the firſt of her reign ; by whom he was 
pointed collector of the loans in Cornwall, 4th and 5th Phil. & 
Mar, as alſo by Queen Elizabeth, 5 Eliz. 

John, his eldeſt fon, by the firſt wife, ſucceeded, being ſome- 
tme denominated of Pool (a), He was two years and fix months 
old in the 28th of Hen. VIII. at the death of his mother's father 
Tho. Lamelion, Eſq; to whom he is found by an inquiſition then 
taken (b), to be heir, as fon of John Trelawny, by Margery, 
is wife, daughter and heir of the ſaid Thomas. Anno 1 Eliz. 
he was burgeſs for Leſtwithiell, and was deputy lieutenant of 
Cornwall, under the Earl of Bedford, and then paid 67. for not 
aking the order of Knighthood ; 2 Eliz. he was high ſheriff of 
Cornwall, and in the 5th year one of the Knights of the ſhire for 
that county. Anno 6 Eliz, his mother-in-law Lora, and him- 
ſelf, entred into bonds to abide the award of Reginald Mohun, 
and others, touching the performance of his father's will, and the 
dower of the ſaid Lora, in accompliſhment of which ſhe had 
rranted a rent charge of 60 l. out of the lands of her ſaid husband, 
1a Devon and Cornwall: In which year he obtained a ſpecial livery 
of the lands in Cornwall, Devon, and Somerſet, whereof his father 
ied ſeized, 

ln the gth of the ſaid Queen's reign, he was again high ſheriff of 
Corawall : He married Anne, the fifth daughterand coheir of Wil- 
lam Reskymer, Eſq; the heir general of Trevarthyn, heir of Helli- 
gen, Carmino, and Bodrugan, and of Denſil; and heir general of 
Kkewys. By whom he had a daughter Mary, wife firſt of John 
pring, Eſq; fon of Sir William, of Lavenham, in Suffolk, Knt. 
ad afterwards of Sir Robert Gardiner, Knt. and two ſons, John 
and Jonathan, He departed this life A. D. 1568. having made 
bis will 10 Eliz. (c), wherein he propoſes an eitabliſhment of his 
inheritance on his name and family; leaving John, his eldeſt ſon, 
heir to his eſtate, who died an infant ſoon after, viz. 1570, where- 
upon Fonathan, his brother, was the next heir, who was born at 
Foy, 17th Dec. 1568. being eight weeks after the death of his 
ather, His lady ſurvived him, and was married to Sir William

He was knighted A. D. 159) 
being again choſen Knight of the ſhire in the firſt of ſames], in 
which year he made his will, and died during the ſeſſion, on the 
21ſt of June, 1604. He was a perſon of great honour and intereſt {a}, 
a Knight well ſpoken, ſtaid in his carriage, and of thrifty providence, 
The Houſe of Commons, to ſhew their reſpe& to him, attended 
his funeral at St. Clement's Danes, where he was interred, as ap- 
pears by what follows from their journal.

© It was informed, that Sir Jonathan Trelawny, one of the 
© Knights of the ſhire for Cornwall, died yeſterday, being fi- 
© denly ſuffocated with a flux of blood, which came by breaking 
© a vein with vehement coughing, and was faid to be found fick 
and dead in a quarter of an hour; and thereupon moved by Sir 
© John Hollis, that the members of the houſe do attend his burial 
< to-morrow in the afternoon ; which was ſo ordered. 

He married Elizabeth (5), ſecond daughter to Sir Henry Kill. 
grew, Knight, and had iſſue three daughters, Eliz. born 1590 (c),

com. Devon, Bart. and 5. Reginald, who died a batchelor. Ie .

Sir Jonathan T relawney, Bart. eldeſt ſon, who ſucceeded to 
the title and eſtate, married Mary, daughter of Sir Edward Sey- 
mour, Bart. (elder ſiſter to his brother Francis's wife) by whom 
he had ſeven ſons, 1. John, who died in his father's life time, 
having married Catharine, third daughter and co-heir of James 
Jenkyn, Eſq; by whom he had no iſſue, 2. Jonathan, wha 
died an infant, 3. Sir Jonathan, of whom hereafter, 4. Major 
General Charles T relawney, who repreſented the town of Ply- 
mouth, in ſeveral Parliaments, in the reign of Queen Anne, 
who married, firſt „ and ſecondly, Anne, daughter and 
co-heir of Richard Lower, of London, M. D. he died Sept. 
1731. aged 78. and was buried on Friday the 8th of October, at 
Plynt, in Cornwall, of whom we find this character: 

* A gentleman of an ancient and honourable family, which 
he alſo ennobled by his virtues. His firſt appearance in the field 
' was about the year 1672, under the famous Turenne, a Mar- 
' ſhal of France; and his gallantry and experience in military 
' fairs ſpoke him worthy of ſo great a maſter, His publick 
actions in ſeveral inſtances redound to his honour, but are not 
o particularly and perfectly known, as a publick relation of 
them may require; thoſe who ſerved with him can give the 
juſteſt eulogium; his modeſty was too delicate to recite bis 
actions. He was ſo far from courting the applauſe which was 
* due to his behaviour, that he very rarely made mention of 
* the one, leſt it ſhould demand the other. He ſerved in the 
troops which King Charles II. ſent to the aſſiſtance of France, 
when they and their country gained the greateſt reputation, by 
covering the retreat of the French, and repulſing the Ger- 
* mans; an action of that ſignal ſervice, that it merited the pub- 
*lick thanks of the King of France. This may be ſaid to his 
* and the nation's honour, that the armies of France have been 
protected as well as conquer'd by the Engliſh, Nor did he

(THOMAS, ESsdui RE,) 


Created Ba RoN ET, July 25, 1628. 


HE town of Afton, in Cheſhire, gave name to the fi- 
mily of the Aſtons, who have been ſeated there for a long 
time (b). 

In the record of doomſday book, we find, that Odard, held 
this town under William Fitznigell, Baron of Halton, ub 
anno Chriſti 1086. where we find only one Aſton, named; 
for Aſton juxta Sutton, and Aſton Grange, as now they be 
ſevered and diſtinguiſhed, I conceive were then but one 
town, | 

About the reign of Henry the ſecond, I find one Gilbert 
de Afton (c), certainly poſſeſſed of this town of Aſton juxta 
Sutton: in which line and family it hath continued ever fince 
to this day. | 

1. Gilbert de Aſton, (d) was Lord of Aſton juxta Sutton, and 
lived in the timeof Henry the ſecond, King Richard the firſt, — |

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art of King John, at leaſt. This I (a) take to be clear out of 
ancient deeds, and he had iſſue Richard, fon and heir.

2. Richard de Aſton, by the name of Richard de Aſton, ſon of 
Gilbert, gave unto Hugh Dutton, of Dutton, Sex Bovatas Terræ, 
in Aſton, in the beginning of the reign of Henry the third, about 
1:30, for then lived Geffrey, ſon of Adam de Dutton, who is one 
of the witneſſes (5) ; which lands now belong to the demain of 
Dutton, 1671. Wherein the chapel of Pooſey (now in decay) was 
ſituate within the pariſh of Runcorne, and had its name from the 
ſituation, being ſeated between the park Pool, and the river; thence 
called Pooſey-chapel : For Ee, or Ey, ſignifies a brook in the old 
Saxon language. And ſo much of the park of Dutton, lying from 
Pooſey-chapel towards Aſton, with the little fields above lying up 
to Aſton town-held, I take to be the lands here granted to Dutton. 

The fame Richard alſo, by the name of Ricardus de Aſton, 
filius Gilberti de Aſton, gave unto the priory of Norton, a certain 
place called Hendley (or Endley) which is now 2 to the 
demain of Norton, and known by the name of Endley Wood (c). 

He gave alſo to Randle, ſon of Richard de Kingſley, one ox- 
gang of land, in Aſton, which John Lacy, conſtable of Cheſhire, 
and baron of Halton, confirmed ; and was afterwards given to Hugh 
de Camera, by the daughters and heirs of Richard de Kingſley ; 
and Hugh de Camera, gave the ſame to Adam le Turner, of Frod- 
ſham, as appears by Sir Willoughby Aſton's deeds.

required. For he had his reſidence, (during his father's life- 
time, at leaſt,) at Colcomb, lying within both mannors of 
Coliton, and Whitford, in the pariſh of Coliton, in the ſouth- 
eaſt part of this county ; it was ſome time the ſeat and dwelling, 
as well as inheritance, of the moit noble family of the Coirte- 
nays, Earls of Devon, from whoſe heirs general it was pure&talſed 
by Sir William's father, and ſettled upon this his ſon, wh6'few 
built it. Being thus ſettled here, he lived in great reputation, 
and became an ornament to, and a very uſeful perſon in, his 
country, ſerving his Prince in the quality of a Juſtice of Peace, 
(then eſteemed an honour) and High Sheriff of this county; che 
laſt year of Queen Eliz. and 1 K. James I. about 4 years after 
which, he was advanced to the dignity of Knighthood, by the 
fad King, at Whitehall, Feb. 15.

T HIS famous and very ancient family of Vavaſor, or Valya- 

ſor, (as Mr. Camden hath it,) have their name from their 
office, being formerly the King's Valvaſors, (a degree in time paſt 
little inferior to a Baron,) and had therefore anciently the addition 
of Le to their names, | 

Sir Mauger le Vavaſor, is noted in Doomſday Book, temp. 
Will. I. He had iſſue another Sir Mauger, father of Sir William 
Vavaſor, Lord of Haſelwood, a Judge in the reign of King 
Henry II. and one of the witneſſes to the charter of the Abbey of 
Salley, com. Ebor. refounded by Matildas de Percy, counteſs of 
Warwick. Robert, his ſon, in 21 Hen. III. was High Sheriff 
of Nottingham, and Derby, and from the 3 Iſt of the ſame reign 
he ſerved for eight years ſucceſſively, in the ſame office. He had 
the cuſtody of the honour of Peverell, committed to his charge, 
and died about 38 Hen.

man was carried down the ſtream by the torrent into an orchard a 
hundred yards from the place, and ſaved himſelf by getting to the 
upper boughs of an apple tree. Sir William, died unmarried, and 
les buried in Colwich Church near his father, where upon a black 
marble tablet is the following inſcription :

This order brought him under a neceſſity of attending for 
bis diſpatch; but perceiving his buſineſs to advance very flowly, 
and his father lying at that time ill of his death fickneſs, he did 
his endeavour to haſten his diſcharge what he could, that he 
might pay his duty to his father, whom he had not ſeen for 
many years before, Mr. Strickland was one of the Commiſſioners 
appointed to examine him, and the perſon from whom, in the 
judgment of his friends, he was to expect the leaſt of courteſy. 
Mr. L'Eftrange, therefore, the better to diſpoſe him to his con- 
renience, gave him the reſpect of a viſit, telling him frankly, 
that he was returned upon the invitation of the Act of Indemnity ;

After ſeveral diſap- 
pointments for want of opportunity, he ſpake to him at laſt in 
the Cock-Pit, and the ſum of his deſire was either a ſpeedy 
examination, or that it might be deferred till he had ſeen his 
father. Cromwell told him * of the reſtleſſneſs of his party; 
© that rigour was not at all his inclination; that he was but one 
© man, and could do little by himſelf ; and that Mr. L'Eftrange's 
party would do well to give ſome better teſtimony of their quiet 
and peaceable intentions.” Mr, L'Eſtrange, told him, that 
every man was to anſwer for his own actions at his own peril; 
and ſo Cromwell went his way. A while after Mr. L'Eſtrange 
prevailed to be called, and Mr. Strickland, with another Gentle- 
man, were his examiners ; but the latter preſſed nothing againſt 
him. Mr. Strickland, indeed, inſiſted upon his condemnation, 
and would have caſt him out of the compaſs of the Act, telling 
him at laſt, that he had given no evidence of the change of his 
mind, without which he was not to be truſted.

TH IS family of Lomelin, (anciently ſo ſpelt,) or Lomeley, 
came out of Italy, and reckoned to be nobly deſcended : it 
derives its ſurname from Lomelin, a city of note, belonging to 
the ſeigniory of Venice, The firſt who ſettled in England, was 
Dominigo Lomely, an Italian by birth, and of the Bed-Chamber 
to King Henry VIII. He commanded a troop of horſe, and 
maintained them at his own charge at Bollogne, for the uſe of the 
ſad King (a). 

His ſon, James Lomelin, or Lumley, was of London, Mer- 
chant, and died 1592. aged eighty-eight years. His fon was Sir 
Martyn Lumley, Knt. Sherift 1614. and Lord Mayor of Lon- 
don 1623, He died 1634. and was magnificently interred at 
Great St. Helen's, London, the funeral directed by Sir Henry 
St, George, Sir William le Neve, and others of the Heralds. 
By his will, dated Sep. 1. 1631 (J). he gave to the Church- 
wardens of St, Helen's, and their ſucceſſors, for ever, one annuity, 
or rent charge, of 20 l. to be iſſuing out of his meſſuage, or te- 
nement, in the pariſh of St. John the Evangeliſt, London, upon 
truſt for eſtabliſhing a lecture, or ſermon, for ever, to be preached 
in that pariſh church, on Thurſday evening, weekly, from 
Michaelmas, to Lady-day ; and the ſaid Church-wardens to pay 
the ſame to a godly Divine, for his pains in preaching the ſaid 
lecture; and alſo bequeathed an annuity of 4 J. per ann. for the 
uſe of the poor of the ſaid pariſh, He married Mary, daughter 
of Witham. 

His eldeſt ſon and heir was Martyn Lumley, of Bardfield-Magna, 
com. Eſſex, Eſq; one of the Knights of the Shire for Eſſex, in 
the long Parliament, that met at Weſtminſter, 1640.

Being 
bs father's only child, he was deſirous of having him ſettled. In the 
Jar 1656, he was martied to Blanch, one of the daughters and 
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coheirs of Sir Hugh Wyndham, of Sylton, in com. Dorſet. Knt. 
one of the juſtices of the Common-Pleas ; his father ſettled but a 
ſmall fortune on him, till he ſaw how he managed it. The fir 
year he lived with his father, and afterwards at Edmondſham, in 
com. Dorſet ; here he lived eight or nine years, in great repute and 
love of his neighbours. In the year 1667. he went with ſecretary 


Coventry, his near relation, who then went embaſſador to Hol- 


land; there he ſtaid about a quarter of a year, and viewed the 
curioſities of thoſe countries, and ſo well digeſted what he had ſeen, 
that he wrote a particular tract relating to that country, In ſum- 
mer 1671. with his lady, he went into France, and returned about 
Michaelmas 1672. where having viewed that country, he alſo writ 
a tract concerning it. Upon his father's death, he lived at Critchill, 
the ſeat where the family generally reſides, which he very much 
beautified and adorned both in the houſe and gardens. About the 
year 1676. out of zeal to the monarchy and government, he was 
perſuaded to ſtand for knight of the ſhire for the county of Dorſet,

In the year 1701. not being then of the parliament, and coming 
early to London, he made a ſecond tour, the 18th of October, to 
Holland, where he ſtaid a few weeks, and coming back, ſpent his 
Chriſtmas at his ſeat at Critchill. In 1701. he was unanimouſly 
elected for Dorcheſter in the firſt parliament of Queen Anne, with 
his ſon, Sir Nathaniel, and was again choſe in the next parliament 
for Dorcheſter, In April 1704. he made a ſhort tour to Holland, 
with an intention of going to the court of Hanover; but being in 


ſome diſorder in his health, after about three months ſtay 2 ro 
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terdam, be returned to England; but finding himſelf worſe in his 
health, after two years ſtay in England, in March 1706. he went 
to the Spaw in Germany, where he ſtaid near a year, and reco- 
ſered his health, returned into England, Sept. 1707. He died 
at Critchill, in January 1708, aged 72. and was interred with 
his anceſtors at Mintern, He was a gay, ingenious gentleman, 
well verſed in ſeveral languages, and underſtood very well archi- 
tecture and painting; he has left behind him ſeveral pieces of his 
own drawing, beſides many others of good value, which he had 
collected in his travels; he was of a good underſtanding, in the 
management of affairs, and oeconomy in living, though without 
covetouſneſs ; he was affable and courteous to all that knew him, 
and received great ſatisfaction, when his friends were about him. 
He was an indulgent husband, and lived with great happineſs with 
his ladies; by his firſt lady, he had iſſue five ſons,and four daughters; 
four of the ſons lived to mens eſtate, Wyndham, the eldeſt ſon, was a 
rery accompliſhed gentleman, and died unmarried, almoſt twenty- 
me yearsold ; Gerrard, married Elizabeth, daughter and heir of Jacob 
Lucy, Eſq; Alderman of the city of London, with whom he had a 
large fortune; they both died in the year 1689. leaving no iflue ; 
Robert, died young ; Lenox, dicd in the year 1688. unmarried, in 
the twenty-fourth year of his age ; he had travelled to France and 
Italy; and Sir Nathaniel, his ſucceſſor. The daughters were, 
Margaret, Blanch, and Blanch- Catharine, who all died young, and 
Elizabeth, married to Sir John Guiſe, of Rendcomb, in Glou- 
ceſterſhire, Bart.

In South and North Cave churches in Vorkſhire, ſeveral of the 
anceſtors of this family lie buried, as were evident by ſeveral of 
their remains in thoſe churches; for in 1585. when Robert Glo- 
yer, Somerſet Herald, went his viſitation, he found ſeveral of 
their arms painted on the glaſs in North Cave Church; and ſeveral 
Knights of this family, with their wives carved in ſtone, in kneel- 
ing poſtures, in South Cave Church ; with the Caves arms, 
azure, frette argent, on them; and particularly a = ancient 
tomb of an armed Knight at full length, as big as the life, with 
a helmet on his head, and thereon a ducal coronet, with a Faul- 
con, and the arms of Cave round the tomb, but without any in- 
ſcription (a). But at this time, this tomb, and all the other

© He was born in the pariſh of Pickwell, and educated at 
© Lincoln-College in Oxford; where he was chamber-fellow with 
the famous Dr. Sanderſon, for eight years. After he was ſetled 
© here in his native pariſh, he attended his miniſterial cure with 
< great diligence, and lived in great eſteem and reſpect with all 
© his neighbours, till the breaking out of the Great Rebellion in 
the year 1642. Ihe firſt attack that was made upon him, 
was when the Parliament ſent a regiment to be quartered about 
that place, where ſix troopers, with their horſes, were quar- 


They firſt attempted him by way of diſpute, concerning the 
liturgy and conſtitution of the Church of England, which 
paſs'd in writing, by way of objection and anſwer : but find- 
ing _ were like to do little gocd that way, they betook 
themſelves to rougher methods. They ravag'd his houſe, and 
abuſed his children and ſervants, demanded unreaſonable pro- 


good diſh of meat from the table, and throw it upon the ground, 
becauſe not cooked, or dreſſed up to their humour and palate; 
they debauched ſome of the ſervants; and when complaint 
was made of it to ſome of the neighbouring Juſtices, and to 
ſome of their ſuperior officers, no remedy could be had, Not 
content with this, when three or four gf their horſes were 
ſtolen one night out of the ſtable, they accuſed him of the 
theft, carried him to their head-quarters, and tried him at 2 
council of war for his life; and were ready to paſs ſentence

amining into the matter, ſuſpected there was ſome villany in 
it; as indeed it afterwards appeared, that they were ſtolen by

© ther time plucked him out of the pulpit, and pulled his gown 
© over his ears, After ſeveral attempts to get falſe witneſſes, 
they at laſt corrupted three or four, a taylor, a miller, a 
© weaver, and one more: whereupon articles were drawn up, 
© ſubſcrib'd, and ſworn to before the Committee of Leiceſter ; 
© though ſome of them afterwards upon their death-beds ſent for 
© him, and profeſſed they could not die, till they had declared, 
© that they had been ſuborned to teſtify and ſwear againſt him. 
Some years, matters hung in this way; he being banded from 
© Committee to Committee, though the clearneſs of his caſe was 
© ſuch, that they could bring it to no concluſion. By this time, 
© one of the Committee of Leiceſter, had combined with one 
Wells, an Independent preacher, who having a ſon brought up 
* 2 filk-weaver in New-England, ſent for him over to be married

Birches, in the ſame county; 3. Henry, to thoſe of Holdenby and 
Kirby, in com. Northampton; 4. Robert, to thoſe of Norley, 
in com. Ceſtr. and of London; 5, John, to thoſe of Maxfield; 
6. Ralph, to thoſe of Weverham ; 7. Adam, to thoſe of North- 
wich, all in com. Ceſt. and to thoſe of Sutton, near Nonſuch, in 
Surrey; 8. Simon, to thoſe of Stocton-Vate, in com. Ceſt. And 
9. Hugh, who died iſſueleſs. 

Henry, the third ſon, married Elizabeth, daughter and heir of 
William Holdenby, of Holdenby, in com. Northamp. Eſq; (a) and 
had iſſue two ſons, John, and Richard. 

John Hatton, the eldeſt fon, married Joan, daughter to John 
Weſtby, in com. Cant. Eſq; and had iflue three ſons, William, 
John, of whom hereafter, and Chriſtopher, 

William Hatton, of Holdenby, the eldeſt ſon, had to wife, 
Alice, daughter to Laurence Saunders, of Harringworth, in com, 
Northamp. Eſq; and had iſſue, three ſons, Francis Hatton, who 
died young; Thomas, who died without iſſue; and Chriſtopher 
Hatton, who, by his ſingular merit, became a great ornament to 
his family, and raiſed it firſt to the honour it now enjoys. He 
was bred to the laws at the inns of courts ; but more like a gentle- 
man, than one who pretended to raiſe himſelf by that profeſſion. 
The Queen firſt took notice of him for the comelineſs of his 
perſon, and his graceful dancing at a mask at court ; but more 
afterwards for his great abilities. 

He became firſt one of the Queen's gentlemen- penſioners, then 
gentleman of the privy-chamber, and next captain of the guard ; 
trom which office, he was advanced to be vice-chamberlain, one 
of the privy-council ; and at length Lord-Chancellor ; being 
likewiſe made a Knight of the garter, and inſtalled 23 May, 1588. 

His firſt preferment at court was to be one of the fifty penſioners; 
whence his modeſt ſweetneſs of manners advanced him to the privy- 
chamber : where he had not been long, but his face and tongue

's) Mr. Camden, in his Brittannia, Vol. I. p. 517. ſpeaking of Holdenby-houſe, 
lays, it was a ſtately and truly magnificent piece ot building, erected by Sir Chriſto- 
pher Hatton, (Privy Counſellcr to Queen Elizabeth, Lord Chancellor of England, and 
Knight of the Garter) upon the lands and inheritance of his great grandmother, heir 
of the ancient family of the Holdenbies ; for the greateſt and laſt monument of his 
youth, as himſelf afterwards was wont to call it. A perſon, to ſay nothing of him, but 
what be truly deſerved, eminent for his piety towards God, his fidelity to his country, his 
untainted integrity, and unparallel'd charity: One alſo (which is not the leaſt part 
of his character,) who was always ready to ſupport and encourage learning. Thus, 
as he lived pioufly, ſo he died (1591. piouſly, in Chriſt * and the monument, which 

learned in their writings have railed to him, ſhall render him more illuſtrious, 
than that noble and ſplendid tomb in St. Paul's church, London, becoming ſo worthy 
and eminent a perſon, and erected at great charge, to bis memory, by Sir William 
Hatton, Knt. his adopted ſon. But this once ſtately fabrick (made more known, 
ace its tounder's time, by the frequent mention of it in our hiſtories, as the place 
ot confinement ro that virtuous and religious Prince King Charles I.) is now '@ 
Wnous, a very little of it excepted, that there is ſcarce one ſione upon another. 
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(which moſt eloquent, which moſt powerful, was in thoſe days a 
queſtion) made him captain of the guard ; his preſence and ſervice 
vice-chamberlain ; and his great improvement under my Lord 
Burleigh, placed him in that grave aſſembly, (the wiſeſt conven. 
tion in Europe at that time) the privy-council ; where he had not 
fate long, when his enemies as well as his friends made him Chan- 
cellour and Knight of the Garter : the one to raiſe him, and the 
other by that riſe to ruine him, The eagle-eyed men of thoſe 
times carried up on high the cockleſhel they had a mind to crack, 
A man of a pious nature, very charitable to the poor, very tender 
of diſſenting judgements, (ſaying, that neither ſearing nor cutting 
was to be uſed in the cauſe of religion) very bountiful to ſcholars, 
(who choſe him Chancellour at Oxford) very exact in his place; 
whence he went off, though not with the applauſe of a great lawyer 
to ſplit cauſes, yet with the conſcience and comfort of a juſt man, 
to do equity. 

Take his character from his own words, thoſe words that pre- 
vailed with the Queen of Scots to appear before the commiſſioners 
at Fotheringay, when neither Queen Elizabeth's commiſſion, nor 
the Lord Chancellour's reaſon, nor the power of the kingdom, 
could perſuade that good lady to it. The words are theſe : 


* You are accuſed, but not condemned. You ſay you are a 
Queen; be it ſo : if you are innocent, you wrong your reputa- 
© tion in avoiding tryal. You proteſt your ſelf innocent, the 
© Queen feareth the contrary not without grief and ſhame. To 
F examine your innocence are theſe honburable, prudent, and 
* upright commiſſioners ſent : glad will they be with all their hearts 
© if they may return and report you guiltleſs. Believe me, the 
Queen her ſelf will be much affected with joy, who affirmed to 
s me at my coming from her, that never any thing befel het 
more grievous, then that you were charged with ſuch a crime: 
© Wherefore lay aſide the bootleſs priviledge of Royal Dignity, 
© which here can be of no uſe to you, appear in judgement, and 
* ſhew your innocence ; left by avoiding tryal, you draw upon 
* your ſelf ſuſpicion, and lay upon your reputation an eternal blo: 
* and aſperſion. | 


Four things I obſerve he did that deſerye a chronicle : 

1. That he delayed the ſigning of Leiceſter's patent for the lieu- 
tenancy of England and Ireland, the preface to his kingdome,

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feverity, writes to him thus: © I think my ſelf bound to you for 


« your friendly meſſage as long as I live: It hath not a little com- 


* forted me, having received unkinde ſpeeches not long ſince, &c.“ 
And therefore (after an expoſtulation about ſome ſtates- mens pro- 
ceedings againſt the law and ſtate of the realm, and a declaration 
of his own reſolution) ſaith he, < Your honour in offering that 
great courteſie, offered unto me as great a pleaſure as I can deſire. 
© Her Majeſty muſt be my refuge, and I beſeech you that I may 
* uſe you as a means, when occaſion ſhall ſerve ; whereof I affure 
© my felf, and therein reſt,” John Cant. 

4. That he promoted the proclamations for plain apparel, for 
free trade, for pure religion, and the laws againſt the Papiſts (a). 

None nobler, none leis aſpiring : none more buſie, yet none more 
punctual in his hours and orders. Corpulent he was, but tem- 
perate ; a batchelor, (and the onely one of the Queen's favourites) 
yet chaſte : quick were his diſpatches, but weighty ; many his 
orders, and conſiſtent : numerous were the addreſſes to him, and 
eaſie the acceſs. Seldome were his orders reverſed in Chancery, 
and ſeldomer his advice oppoſed in council. So juſt he was, that 
his ſentence was law with the ſubject ; ſo wiſe, that his opinion 
was oracle with his ſoveraign : ſo exact was Queen Elizabeth, 
that ſhe called upon him for an old debt, though it broke his heart; 
ſo loving, that ſhe carried him a cordial-broath with her own hand, 
though it could not revive him (5). 

He died a batchelor, 20 Nov. Anno 1591. having adopted Sir 
Willam Newport, his nephew, viz. ſon of Dorothy Hatton, 
his ſiſter, by John Newport, of Harringham, in com. Warw. 
Efq; for his heir, who changed his name to Sir William Hatton, 
and was then twenty-ſix years of age; but in default of iſſue male 
by him, he ſettled the greateſt part of his eſtate on his godſon, 
Chriſtopher Hatton, ſon and heir of John Hatton, his neareſt 
kinſman of the male line ; being eldeſt ſon of John Hat. >n, ſecond 
fon of John Hatton, his father's brother, beforementioned. 

Which Sir William Newport, alias Hatton, leaving (by Eliza- 
beth, his wife, daughter and heir to Sir Francis Gawdy, Knt. 
Lord Chief Juſtice of the Common-Pleas) only adaughter, — 
married to Robert Rich, Earl of Warwick, the ſaid Chriſtopher 
Hatton, did accordingly enjoy the eſtate. 

Which Chriſtopher was made Knight of the Bath, at the coro- 
nation of King James I. and was the anceſtor to the preſent Lord 
Viſcount Hatton, as is hereafter ſnewn. 

John Hatton, Eſq; (ſecond ſon of John, and Joan his wife, 
daughter of John Weſtby, beforementioned) was of Graveſend, 
in Kent, and had by his wife Dionis (c), daughter of War,

This John, (ſecond ſon of John, of Graveſend,) was of Stan- 
ton, in com.

Sir Chri- 
ſtopher Hatton, of Kirby, in com. Northampton, Knt. made 
Knight of the Bath at the coronation of King James I. from 
whom is deſcended the preſent Lord Viſcount Hatton, as before- 
mentioned ; 2, Robert ; 3.

TH [S family is deſcended from Richard Abdy, of Abdy, in 
Yorkſhire, (from whence probably they took their name. ) 
Which Richard, married Mrs. Joan Muſgrave, and had iſſue Ro- 
bert Abdy, of Abdy, in the county of York, who married Mrs, 
Eleanor Metcalf. His ſon Robert, married Mrs, Joan Norreys, 
and had iſſue Thomas Abdy, of Abdy, who married Cecily, 
daughter of William Tijas, of Yorkſhire, Eſq; whoſe ſecond ſon 
Roger Abdy, of London, married Mary, daughter of White, 
of Hutton-Hall, in Eſſex, and died 1595. His third ſon, Anthony 
Abdy, Eſq; alderman of London, died Sept. 1640. having married 
Abigail, daughter to Sir Thomas Cambell, Knt. alderman of 
London, and by her had ſeveral children ; and from him deſcended 
three Baronets, Sir Thomas, of Felix-Hall, of whom we are to 
treat; Sir Robert, of Albyns, in Eſſex, anceſtor to the preſent Sir 
Robert Abdy, Bart.

111. BAMPFYLDF, of Poltimore, Devonſlure, 


(JOHN, EsqQuirs,) 
Created BARONET, July 14, 1641. 


T HIS is a family of good antiquity, who have long flouriſhed 
with great Reputation and Efteem in the county of Devon, 
though, where their prime habitation was, can't now be certainly 
determined (a). Tis probable from the Name, that Weſton-Bamp- 
field, in Somerſetſhire, (which is to this day in the family,) might 
be the place; but tis apparent, that Poltimore, (which Mr. Cam- 
den obſerves to be the ſeat of the famous and very ancient family 
of Bampheld,) was very early enjoyed by them, and has been ever 
ſince their chief ſeat. In the reign of Edward I. William de Pon- 
tington, canon of the church of Exeter, purchaſed ſome lands in 
the {aid pariſh, and gave them to John Baumfield, of Poltimore, 


(43 Ex Infor. Dux Ger: Barwptylde, 
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whom he ſtiled, Alumnum ſuum ; ſince which time they have been 
ſole Lords of Poltimore. In the year 1340, John de Baumfield 
preſented to the church of Poltimore, as did John his ſon, 1361, 
and ſo on in a continued ſucceſſion to this time. 

The firſt we find mentioned of this family is a Baun- 
fld, who married a daughter of John Haſtings, and had iſſue 
—— Baumfild, whoſe wife was a daughter of Hochi- 
ſham, by whom he had iſſue John Baumheld, Eſq; who married 
Iabell, the daughter and heir of John Faber, and had iſſue John 
Baumfield, Eſq; (to whom the lands in Poltimore was given, as 
before-mentioned,) who took to wife Eleanor, daughter of Hum- 
phrey Beauchampe, of Rhyme, and was father of John Baumfield, 
his ſon and heir, who by Joan, daughter of Sir Richard Morton, 
Knt. was father of John Baumfield, his ſon and heir, whoſe wife 
was Iſabell, daughter of John de Cobham, of Blackbury-Bolley, 
(couſin, and one of the heirs of Elizabeth Charlton,) by whom he

John Baumfield, his ſon and heir, married firſt, to Joan, daugh- 
ter of Geaffry Gilbert, of Compton, Eſq; ſecondly, to Joan, 
daughter of Haſtings. By his firſt wife he had iſſue John, 
who married the daughter and coheir of Sir Richard Morton, Kant, 
but died without iſſue. Alſo, 

Thomas Baumfield, of Poltimore, Eſq; who married Agnes, 
daughter of Adam Copleſtone, by whom he had two ſons, John, 
and Richard, who died young; alſo three daughters. 

John Baumfield, of Poltimore, Eſq; married Agnes, daughter 
and heir of John Pederton, of Hardington, in Somerſetſhire, Eſq; 
by whom he had iſſue two ſons, William, and Peter Baumfield, of 
Hardington, (where that branch of the family continued about two 
hundred and fifty years, when the laſt of that line (5) Warwick 
Bamptylde, Eſq; ſettled his lands upon his kinſman and godſon, the 
late Sir Copleſtone- Warwick Bampfylde, Bart. hereafter men- 
tioned,) alſo two daughters, Elizabeth, and Thomafine, This 
John, and his wife, lie buried in Poltimore Church, with this in-

Walter Baumfield, his ſon and heir, married firſt Conſtance, 
daughter of Edward Langford, Eſq; who dying without iſſue, he

Edward Baumfield, his only ſon and heir, married Elizabeth, 
daughter of Sir Nicholas Wadham, of Merrifield, Knt. by whom 
he had one ſon Richard, and five daughters. 

Which Richard, his ſon and heir, married Elizabeth, daughter 
of John Sydenham, of Brimpton, in Somerſetſhire, Eſq; by whom 
he had three ſons, and nine daughters. He died May 29, 1594, | 
aged ſeventy. | 

There is a tradition, that during this gentleman's minority he 
became a prey to ſome great perſon, who carried him into a diſtant 
country, and bred him up in the drudgery of the family, conceal- 
ing from him his quality and eſtate, and at laſt made him his huntſ- 
man ; but one of his tenants, (being his nurſe's husband,) diſco- 
vering where he was detained, made him acquainted with his for- 
tune ; the truth of which he convinced him of, by a remarkable 
mole which he had in his back, and brought him away privately to 
Brimpton, (the ſeat of John Sydenham, Eſq who aſſiſted him in 
his return to Poltimore, and ſoon after gave him his daughter in 
marriage.) In confirmation of which, he lieth at length with a 


hound at his feet, under a monument in Poltimore church, with 


this inſcription (a) : :

Amias Baumfield, his eldeſt fon and heir, having been knighted, 
married Elizabeth, daughter of Sir John Clifton, of Barrington, 
in Somerſetſhire, Knt. by whom he had iſſue ſix ſons, and four 
daughters. He died at Cottonheath, Feb. 9, 1625. aged 65. and 
lies buried in the church at North-Molton. 

John Baumfield, of Poltimore, his eldeſt ſon, was member of 
parliament for Tiverton, in this county, 1 Jac. I. alſo for the 
county, 3 Car. I. and married Elizabeth, daughter of T hom®

John Bampfyld, Eſq; (fon and heir of John,) was advanced to 
the dignity of a Baronet, 17 Car, I. being at that time member of 
parliament for Penryn, in Cornwall ; and married Gertrude, 
daughter of Amias Copleſtone, Eſq; and coheir of her brother John 
Copleſtone, of Copleſtone, and Warleigh, in Devon, Eſq; by 
whom he had iſſue five ſons, and eight daughters (a); 1. Sir Co- 
pleſtone, his ſucceſſor ; 2. John, who died unmarried; 3. Amias, 
married to Arabella, daughter of Sir Hugh Wyndham, of Kentſ- 
ford, in Somerſetſhire, Knight-Banneret, and died leaving two 
daughters, Gertrude and Mary ; 4.

dir Copleſtone Bampfylde, Bart. eldeſt ſon and ſucceſſor to his 
father, was deſigned by his guardians (his father dying while he was 
young) to have a liberal education (3). He was, therefore, when 
ſomewhat qualified for it, by ſchool-learning, ſent to the univerſity of 
Oxford, where he became a member in the quality of a nobleman, 
(25 they are there called,) of Corpus Chriſti college. How well 
he anſwered that title, appeared from his very generous and ſplen- 
did way of living there; and that large and noble plate he left unto 
his college, when he went thence ; which remained a long while 
after a monument of his munificence, until at length, with ſome 
other pieces, it was ſtoln away. 

Having, after this, ſtopped at London ſome time, Sir Copleſton 
returned into his native country; which happened to be in the

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dregs of anarchy and confuſion; but having a vigorous ſoul, actuated 
even then, with principles of loyalty to his ſovereign, though * 
exile, and of duty to the church, then under a cloud, he became 
very induſtrious, with ſeveral other perſons of honour and quality 
in theſe parts, for the happy reſtauration of both, But then hi 
zeal this way, rendered him at length ſuſpected to the men in 
power: Inſomuch, meſſengers, or purſivants, were ſent abroad to 
apprehend him; at which time, he was pleaſed to conceal himſelf 
awhile at Trill, one of the houſes of his noble friend, John Drake 
Eſq; afterward Sir John Drake, Knight and Baronet ; by which 
means he eſcaped their hands. 

Notwithſtanding any threatening danger that might happen, his 

erous mind could not be affrighted from following his duty and 
honour. And therefore, when the commons of the city of Exeter 
began to riſe, and to put themſelves in arms, declaring for a free 
parliament, which happening at the general quarter-ſeſſions, for 
the county of Devon, this gentleman, and ſeveral other perſons of 
quality, were there preſent ; they all agreed in a remonſtrance to 
be forthwith drawn up, and ſent to the parliament (a), This 
was a matter of no ſmall conſequence, and by none more vigorouſly 
purſued than by this honourable perſon : So that the remonſtrance 
was drawn up, and prefented to the houſe by this gentleman's 
uncle, Thomas Bampfeild, Eſq; then recorder of that city. 

This remonſtrance became a preſident to many other towns and 
Cities in England to do the like: Whereby the army in and about 
London, conſiſting of fourteen thouſand old foot ſoldiers, were diſ- 
perſed throughout the kingdom (of which fifteen hundred were ſent 
to Exeter) (b), to prevent the like inſurrection as had happened 
there, elſewhere. Which Diſperſion, how much it facilitated ge- 
neral Monk's march into London but with ſeven thouſand old 
ſoldiers, and conſequently, how greatly this bold and brisk addreſs 
of our country gentlemen, promoted the happy reſtauration of 
church and ſtate, which ſoon happened hereupon, is very obvious 
to obſerve, if not ſo eaſy for envy to acknowledge. 

After this, again, (may we credit a late hiſtorian) when our moſt 
noble countryman, general Monk, was come into England with 
his army, to reſtore the nation to its right ſenſes, the county of 
Devon, together with the city of Exon, join in a petition of right 
to his excellency the ſaid general; and it was agreed that it ſhould 
be preſented to him by the hands of this great patriot, Sir Cople- 
ſton Bampfeilde, for which, what entertainment he met wit 
from the rump, you may take in my author's (c) own words: 

Sir Copleſton Bampfeild, preſenting to general Monk an hum- 


ble petition for right, in the name of the city and county of wo 
an

the meſſage he carried, or the honourable perſon to whom employed, 
with another honourable gentleman that came on a like account, 
was confined to the tower by the rump. 

But his ſtay there was not long, for He at length came (by a 
miracle of providence) whoſe right it was, Charles the ſecond, of 
yery gracious memory; and with him our religion and property, 
laws and liberties, 

Hence this gentleman, having thus ated in conjunction with 
other worthy patriots, for reſtoring the publick welfare, it may 
not be forgotten, what particular care and pains he took for the 
conſerving thereof, beyond a poſſibility of an interruption : And 
this he did, by diſarming diſaffected and ſuſpicious perſons, whoſe 
diloyalty was now become not only their principle, but their in- 
tref, as being (ſome of them at leaft) in profitable offices and places 
of truſt ; others in the poſſeſſion of the King's, or church's, lands 
and houſes, and they could now near as willingly have parted with 
their lives, as with them. | 


This gentleman, together with another very honourable perſon 


of our county, the honourable Sir William Courtenay, of Powder- 
ham-Caſtle, Bart. raiſing each a gallant troop of about an hun- 
dred and twenty gentlemen (moſt of them perſons of quality and 
eſtates,) in the head of which they rode themſelves, ſecuring ſome, 
and diſarming others, they brought all the diſaffected in thoſe parts, 
into a due ſubjection to the government, in a little time. 

When theſe dangers now were ſo happily over, and the nation 
once more ſettled upon its ancient bottom, this honourable perſon 
had the whole Poſſe Comitatus of Devon put into his hands, by 
King Charles the ſecond ; he being the firſt high-ſheriff of this 
county, which he made after his return to the throne ; and this 
was in the year of our Lord 166 t. Which office, Sir Copleſton 
executed with great ſplendor, in an extraordinary number of live- 
ries, and attendants, 

Nor was this the only place of truſt and honour he was con- 
cerned in, for the ſervice of his prince and country ; but. beſides 
his being conſtantly in commiſſion of the peace, and deputy lieute- 
nant of the county, (a little while only excepted in King James, the 
ſecond's reign, when he, with a great many other loyal gentlemen, 
had the honour to be turned out, ) he was choſen (in deſpight of all 
the intereſt could be made to the contrary) Knight of the ſhire, to 
ſerve as one of the repreſentatives of this honourable county in par- 

ent; ſo generally was he beloved. 

Nor was this gentleman concerned only in the menagery of the 
civil affairs of the county; but engaged in the military alſo, as being 
(what of long time was in his family) one of the colonels of the 
county militia ; in which poſt he continued untothe timeof the Mon- 

OL. II, O mouthian 
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mouthian invaſion ; when ſomewhat declining in his health, ang 
his ſon being come of age, he was pleaſed to drop that honourable 
office into his hands, 

Having thus accompanied this eminent perſon to the laſt ſcene gf 
his life, we can do no leſs than obſerve, how he performed that 
part thereof, and fo quitted this ſtage of mortality. 

When the prince of Orange firſt landed in Devon, and bed 
marched with his army ſo far as Exeter, Sir Copleſton, being il 
himſelf, was yet pleaſed, that his ſon, the colonel, ſhould wait upon 
his highneſs, and congratulate his arrival, as one come to preſerve | 
our laws and religion, and maintain the eſtabliſhed government, 
But when, at length, he apprehended, that matters were carried 

beyond all imaginations, fearing a change would be made in the 
fundamental conſtitution of the government, he ſo far declared 
againſt thoſe proceedings, as to refuſe payment of any new made 
rates and taxes; and the collectors were enforced to levy them by 
diſtreſs upon his goods. 

Not long after, going to viſit his ſon's reli at Warleigh, thegout $ 
(with which in his latter years he had been greatly afflicted) return- 
ing upon him with violence, and like an armed man, ſurprizing 
the caſtle of his heart, ſoon put a period to his days, in the five and 
fiftieth year of his life, A. D. 1691. : 

Before his deceaſe (what is very remarkable) he called his family 

together, and left this in ſtrict charge with them, That they ſhould 
always continue faithful to the religion of the eſtabliſhed church of : 
England; and be ſure to pay their allegiance to the right heirs of the

HIS family is ſaid to be denominated from Cotton, a manor 
in Cambridgeſhire, whereof was Sir Henry Cotton, Knut. (a)

authorities ſay, that Sir Henry lived in the ſeat of his anceſtors (4), 
at Cotton- Hall, in Ixning, in com. Suffolk. All agree he mar-

Sir Robert, of Landwade, the eldeſt ſon, received the (+) ho- 
nour of knighthood from King Henry VII. in his chamber at 
Baynard's caſtle ; he married, 1. Dorothy, daughter of Sir Robert 
Clere, Knt. by whom he had Thomas, who died iſſueleſs, and 
Aune, heir to her brother, who being a nun at Denny Abby, gave 
her eftate to John Cotton, her half-brother, ſon of Sir Robert 
Cotton, by his ſecond wife, Alice, daughter of John Thorn- 
burgh, Eſq; widow of Sir Nicholas Griffin, Knt.

This Sir John, was found (a) to die, ſeized of the manors of Ix- 
ning and Cogſhalls, in Ixning, Lidgate manor, park, and Ad- 
vowſon, in Suffolk, Landwade manor and advowſon, Cheveley 
manor and advowſon, com. Cantab. and died 5 Martij, leaving 
John, his ſon and heir, five years old. 

Sir John Cotton, Kat. his only ſon, was created Baronet, 17 
Char. I. He was high ſheriff of Cambridge, when the unhappy 
rebellion broke out, and proclaimed the Earl of Eſſex a traitor in 
every market-town in the county, and immediately took up arms 
for his ſovereign, and was intruſted to carry the plate of the uni 
verſity of Cambridge, to the King at Oxford, which he ſafely de- 
livered, through many difficulties, being followed by a body of 
Cromwell's horſe ; he was ſoon after obliged for his loyalty to leave 
his own country, and lived ſome years abroad. He was born Sept. 
1615. and died about 1690. aged 74. having been many years deputy- 
lieutenant, and juſtice of the peace for this county. By his wife Jane, 
daughter and ſole heir of Edward Hinde, Eſq; (grandſon and heir 
of Sir Edward Hinde, of Maddingley, in Cambridgeſhire, Knt. 
and coheir to her mother, the daughter and heir of Sir Thomas 
Maples, of Stow, com. Huntington, Bart.) He had iſſue two ſons 
and two daughters; Sir John, and Thomas, who died young, Jane, 
and Catharine, who died unmarried. 

Sir Jobn Cotton, of Landwade and Maddingley-Hall, Bart. ſuc- 
ceeded his father: He was recorder of the town of Cambridge, and 
one of their repreſentatives in parliament all King William's, 2 
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part of Queen Anne's reign, He died Jan. 1712. and lies buried 
at Landwade. By Elizabeth his wife, daughter and coheir of Sir 
Joſeph Sheldon, Knt. Alderman, and ſometime Lord Mayor of 
London, he had iflue Sir John-Hind Cotton, his ſucceſſor, in 
title and eftate, and another ſon, who died young ; alſo nine 
daughters, Catharine and Jane dead, Jane, Anne, Catharine, 
(married to William Sancroft, of Freſinfield, com. Suffolk, Eſq; 
nephew and heir to arch-biſhop Sancroft, by whom he left two 
daughters, one of which married John Wogan, of Gawdy-Hall, 
in Norfolk, Eſq;) Elizabeth, Frances, Dorothy, and Agnes. 

Sir John-Hind Cotton, only ſon and heir, who ſucceeded his 
father in dignity and eſtate, is the preſent Baronet. He was a 
commiſſioner for trade and plantations in the reign of Queen Anne; 
alſo member in ſeveral parliaments in that reign, for the town of 
Cambridge, and in the laſt parliament of his late Majeſty, was one 
of the knights of the ſhire for the county of Cambridge ; and 
in the two parliaments called by his preſent Majeſty, ſerved again 
for the town of Cambridge. He married, firſt, a daughter of Sir 
Ambroſe Crawley, Kant, and has iſſue one fon, John Hinde Cot- 
ton, Eſq; who is unmarried, and one daughter, married to Jacob 
Houblon, of Hallingbury, in Eſſex, Eſq; member of parliament 
for Colcheſter, who has iſſue one ſon, and a daughter. Sir John, 
married to his ſecond lady, the daughter of the late James Craggs, 
Eſq; one of the commiſſioners of the Poſt-Office, and reli& of 
Tu Trefuſis, Eſq; ſhe died Auguſt 23, 1734. leaving ſeveral 
children.

But neither the piety and diſcretion of the prioreſs, the charity 
and regularity of the nuns, or the ſollicitations of his Highneſſes 
commiſſioners were able to divert the King from his purpoſe, or 
prevent the ruin of the monaſtery. 

This Robert had, with John Scudamore, a grant from King 
Henry VIII. to them and their heirs, of all the tythes, with a 
fourth part of the village of (a) Binley, in com. Warw. late be- 
longing to the monks of Coventry, in the thirty- ſixth of his reign ; 
x alſo another grant from the ſame King, in the ſame year, of all 
the lands in Wroxhall, in com. Warw. (5) with the rectory and 
tythes of Wroxhall, late belonging to the monaſtery of the nuns at 
Wroxhall, 

His ſon, Robert Burgoyne, of Sutton, in com. Bedford, and of 
Wroxall, in com. Warw. Eſq; was high ſheriff of the county of 
Warwick (c), 39 Eliz. He married Judith, daughter of 
Wroth, ſhe died March 1606. and was buried at Wroxhall ; he 
was buried at Sutton, May 3, 1613. 

His ſon and heir, Roger Burgoyne, of Sutton, in Bedfordſhire, 
and Wroxhall, in Warwickſhire, Eſq; was high ſheriff of (4) 
Bedfordſhire, 14 Jac. I. and of Warwickſhire, 6 Car. I. and 
buried at Wroxhall, June 28, 1636. having iſſue by his firſt 
wife Margaret, daughter of Thomas Wendy, of Haſlingfeild, in 
com. Cantab. Eſq; (who was buried at Wroxhall, Aug. 19, 1629.) 
a daughter Judith, married to Onſlow Winch, Eſq; ſon and heir of 
Sir Humphry Winch, Knt. one of the Juſtices of the Common- 
Pleas, temp. Jac, I. and Sir John, his ſucceſſor. His ſecond wife 
was Joyce, daughter of Roger Giffard, relict of Nichols, by 
whom he had no iſſue. 

John Burgoyne, of Sutton, Eſq; his only ſon, baptized at Ha- 
ſlingfeild, Jan. 29, 1591. who was created a Baronet 17 Car. I. 
married Jane, daughter and heir of Jul. Kempe, of Spains- 
Hall, in Finchingfeild, in Eſſex, Eſq; by whom he had 
four daughters; 1. Mary, married to Gr dward Cater, of 
Kempſton, in Bedfordſhire, Knt. 2. Jane, to James Maine, 
of —— in com. Bucks, Eſq; 3. Judith, wife of Sir William

2. John, of Woking, in Surry, who by Penelope, ſiſter to Sir 
Thomas Darcy, of Eſſex, Knt. left iſſue; and, 3. Robert, 2 
merchant, in London, who married Catharine, daughter of —— 
Heydon. This Sir John repreſented the county of Warwick in 
parliament, 16 Car. I. and died about 1654. 

Sir Roger Burgoyne, Knt. and Bart. eldeſt ſon and ſucceſſor 
to his father, married two wives, 1. Anne, daughter and heir of 
Charles Snelling, of London, merchant, by whom he had ſeveral 
children; 1. Jane, married to John Symmonds, of Veldham, in 
Eſſex, Eſq; barriſter at law; 2. Sir John, his ſucceſſor ; 3. Anne, 
wife of John Raymond, of Eſſex, Gent. 4. Mary, married to 
William Guyon, of Eſſex, Gent. and, 5. Judith, who died 
unmarried, This Lady dying 1656. Sir Roger, married to hi 
ſecond lady, Anne, daughter of John Robinſon, of Dighton, in 
com. Ebor, Eſq; by whom he had ſeveral children; but only three 
daughters, Elizabeth, married to Matthew Hutton, S. T. P. rector 
of Aynho, in Northamptonſhire ; Anne, born July 25, 1674. mar- 
ried to the Right Rev. Dr. Charles Hickman, Biſhop of London- 
derry, in Ireland ; and Philadelphia, ſurvived him. T his Sir Roger 
preſented Mr. Edward Stillingfleet, the late Rev. and learned 
Biſhop of Worceſter, to the rectory of Sutton, and there he 
wrote his book Origines Sacre, when he was very young. He 
died Sept. 16, 1677. #tat. 59. and lies buried in Sutton Church, 
having on a monument at the eaſt end of the north iſle, this in-

THE learned Camden, in his remains, derives this, amonę 

ſeveral other names, from their reſpective manſions. Orig 
nally there was an At, or De, ſet before them, and thoſe di- 
ſtinctions were ſtrictly obſerved till the time of King Edw. IV. 
1103 (a). 

Temp. Hen. I. we find on record (4), that Galfridus, Miles, 
had his ſeat at Northcote, in the pariſh of Eaſt-Down, in this 
county, and that John Fitz-Gaulfrid, held divers lands there, 
and in the hundred of Witheridge, North-Tawton, Black- Tor- 
rington, &c. Galfrid de Northcote, Tenet Dimidium fœdi in 
Woodham, de Abbate de Taviſtocke, per medium in Hund, 
Witheridge et unum fœdum de Abbate de Taviſtock in Manerio 
de Burrington, in hund.

John Fitz-Galfrid, changed his name to Northcote (c). Gaul- 
frid de Northcote, lived 21 Hen. III. 1188. and held lands in 
Colſtan, in Witheridge hundred. William Northcote married 
Margarite, daughter of Robert de Afeton, 23 Hen, III. Andrew 
de Northcote, in 17 Edw. I. married Matilda, eldeſt daughter 
af Peter Faber, William de Northcote, 19 Edw. II. 1325. 
married the daughter and heir of Hillion. John de Northcote 
16 Edw. III. married Johanna, the daughter and co-heir of Ro- 
ger Meoles, (by a daughter of Prouze.) John de Northcote, was

This Gentleman's 
eldeſt ſon, Walter Northcote, married the daughter and Heir of 
Edmund Drew, of Hayne, in the Pariſh of Newton St. Cyrefs, 
which place hath ever ſince been the chief Seat of the Northcotes.

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Sir Francis Northcote, the eldeſt ſon, ſucceeded his father 
Sir Arthur (a). He married Anne, the daughter of Sir Chicheſter 
Wrey, of T rebitch, in Cornwall, Bart. by the honourable Anne 
counteſs of Middleſex, by whom he had no iſſue, whereupon the 
dignity and eſtate devolved upon,

Norfolk, and Suffolk, with 
Roger, Ear] of Hereford, his wife's father, oppoſed King William 
the Conqueror; but in the end being beſieged in the caſtle of Dele, 
in the tenth of his reign, was reſcued by Philip, the French King, 
and ſo fled into Britain. The wife of Ralph, for better ſafe-guard 
of herſelf, fled into the city of Norwich, and being purſued, was 
there beſieged, and enforced to abjure the realm. They had iſſue 
two ſons, Roger, and William; of whom hereafter (a). 

Roger Bigot, eldeſt ſon of Ralph, founded the monaſtry at 
Thetford: He married Adeliza, 3 and coheir of Hugh

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Roger Bigot, his nephew, (and ſon of his brother Hugh, Lord 
Chief Juſtice of England,) ſucceeded him in his honour and dig- 
nity, and married Agelline, daughter and heir of Philip Baſſett, 
by whom he had iſſue Joan, married to Mowbray. * 

This Roger Bigot, Earl of Norfolk, and Suffolk, and Earl- 
Marſhal of England, anno 24 Edw. I. refuſed to go into Gaſ- 
coigne, except the King went in perſon : Whereupon the King 
threatning to hang him, he departed the court with Humphrey de 
Bohun, Earl of Hereford, and raiſed war againſt the King, Holinſh, 
p. 825. By their means and others, the great charter, and the 
charter of the foreſts, was confirmed. But in the thirtieth year 
of Edward I, having ſpent in this contention againſt the King, his 
ſubſtance, and being called upon by John Bigot, clerk, his younger 
brother, whom he had thought to make his heir, (becauſe he had 
no iſſue male,) for certain debts he owed him, the ſaid Roger, upon 
diſpleaſure to his brother, and to gain the King's favour, gave to 
the King, all his lands and offices, on condition he ſhould pay all 
his debts, and himſelf enjoy 1000 l. per. ann. land during his life. 

John Bigot, clerk, younger brother to Roger, Earl-Marſhal, 
died unmarried. 

The chief branch remaining then, were the deſcendants of 
William Bigot, the ſecond ſon of the firſt Ralph, Earl of Cam- 
bridge and Eaſt-Angles, (beforementioned,) who was drowned 
with the children of King Henry I. but left iſſue, a 

Hugh, and Simon, ſirnamed de Norwich, who died unmarried. 

Hugh, (the eldeſt ſon of William Bigot,) came with Mauld 
the empreſs, 1140. and was at the battle of Lincoln, in reſcue 
of the empreſs's friends there beſieged, Feb. 2, 1141. He took 
party with King Henry II. againſt King Stephen, for which ſer- 
vice he had the caſtle of Norwich given him, Holinſh. p. 427.

THAT there has been ſeveral perſons of this family of great 

eminence and reputation, and that their ancient ſeat was 
at Strickland-Hall, in the county of Weſtmoreland, appears 
fram undoubted authorities, Sir Walter de Stirkeland, Kant. (a) 
Cas the name was anciently written,) was return'd one of 
the Knights for Weſtmoreland, in ſeveral Parliaments in the 
reign of King Edward II. John de Stirkelandy was elected one of 
the. Knights of the ſhire for the county of Weſtmoreland, in I Edw. 
III. and his ſon, Walter de Stirkeland, ſerved in ſeveral Parlia- 
ments in the ſame reign; as did alſo another Walter de Stirkeland, 
in the reign of King Richard II. 

In the reign of Henry IV. 1400. William Stirkeland, was 
Biſhop of Carliſle, of whom we find this account, in Mr, Browne 
Willis's Survey (5). 

William Strickland, who had been before elected Biſhop of 
Carliſle, An. 1395. but kept out of it till 1399. received the 
temporalities Nov. 15. that year, and became conſecrated at 
Cawood, Aug. 24. 1400. by the Archbiſhop of York, on the 
King's recommendation of him to the Pope. He was a great 
benefactor to his cathedral, as his predeceflor (Thomas Merks, 
alias de Newmarket, alias Somaſtre, monk of Weſtminſter) had 
been to the biſhoprick, by new building the belfry, and fur-

Eſq; (and of Frances, his wife, daugh- 
ter of Peter Wentworth, of Lillingſton Dayrel, in com Berks, 
Eſq;) who was the ſon of William Strickland, Eſq; 

Which Sir William Strickland, Knight and Baronet, married 
two wives, firſt, Margaret, eldeſt daughter of Sir Richard Chol- 
mondley, of Whitby, in com. Ebor. Knt. by whom he had no 
male ile, only four daughters; 1. Frances, wife of Barington 
Bourchier, of Beningbrough, com. Ebor. Eſq; 2. Margaret, 
wife of Sir John Cockeran, of Ocheltree, in Scotland, Kant. 
(ſecond ſon to William, Lord Cockeran;) 3. Milcha, wife to 
William Lawſon, Eſq; (Son and heir of Sir William Lawſon, of 
Ifell, in Cumberland, Ent.) and 4.

Berks, Bart. and had iflue, Sir William, his ſucceſſor, and four 
other ſons. Alſo a daughter, married to John Smith, Eſq; late 
Speaker of the Houſe of Commons. 

Sir William Strickland, Bart. ſucceſſor to the title and eſtate, 
ſerved in ſeveral Parliaments in the reigus of King William, Queen 
Anne, and our late Sovereign King George I. (who conſtituted 
him Commiſſary-General of the muſters) for Malton, in York-

His fon Thomas, is men- 
tioned by Sir William Dugdale, in his Antiquities of the county 
of Warwick, to be poſſeſſed of the manor and ſeat at Lawford, 
by marriage with Elizabeth, daughter and heir of Geffery de 
Alleſley, of that place, which he choſe for his reſidence, and was 
conſtituted a Juſtice of Peace, in com. Warwick, 21 Hen. VI.

VI. he 
ſerved in Parliament as one of the Knights of the Shire for the 
county of Warwick, and in the 38th was appointed with others to

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Richard, his ſon and heir, was conſtituted Eſcheator for the 
counties of Warwick and Leiceſter, in 13 Edw.

He was ſucceeded by his only ſon, 

Sir William, who was (on the preſent Earl of Northampton; 
being called up to the Houſe of Peers, as Lord Compton, temp. 
Ann.) unanimouſly choſen one of the Knights of the Shire for 
the county of Warwick, and married two wives ; firſt, Mary, 
daughter of John Ramſey, Eſq; one of the Aldermen of the city 
of London, by whom he had iſſue, one ſon, Sir Edward, and 
two daughters, Mary, married to Sir Henry Houghton, Bart. 
and Anne. His ſecond Lady was Catharine, daughter of Sir 
Charles Shuckburgh, Bart. (who ſurvived him,) and by her he had 
five ſons, of which, William, Thomas, and Charles, died young, 
Shuckburgh, and Richard, living ; with three daughters, Catharine, 
Meliza, and Elizabeth, He died July 22.

E & HIS famous family, ſirnamed de Chiceſter, according to Mr, 

Camden, have been long ſeated at Raleigh, in Devonſhire, 
though they were of good eſteem in this county, long before that 
ſeat came to them. 

The firſt we find mentioned of this ancient family (a is Wal- 
leran de Cirenceſter, (ſaid to be denominated from Cirenceſter, 
in Gloceſterſhire, ) deſcended from a brother of Robert de Chiche- 
ſter, biſhop of Exeter, who was conſecrated anno 1128. He had 
Hue, John, father of Sir John, who had iſſue, Sir Thomas de 
Cirenceſter, Knt. Lord of the manor of St. Mary church, (an 
eminent ſea mark ſtanding on the eaſt fide of Torbay,) in com. 
Devon. in the days of King Henry III. whoſe reign began 1216. 
which name, ſeveral generations before this, flouriſhed at South 
Pool, not far from King's-bridge, in com. Devon, where their 
moſt ancient habitation was, as my author () tells us. This Sir 
Thomas, by his wife Alicia de Rotomago, had the manor of St. 
Mary church aforeſaid ; he had iſſue William, father of Sir John 
de Cirenceſter, and he had iſſue Richard, who took the name of (c) 
Chicheſter. His ſon, John Chicheſter, had iſſue, Sir John, who 
married Thomaſine, daughter and ſole heir of Sir William Raleigh, 
of Raleigh, near Barnſtaple, in Devonſhire, Knt. His poſterity 
matched into ſeveral ancient and honourable houſes, as Kains, of 
Winkley-Kains, Powlet, of Hinton St. George, &c. 

Edward Chicheſter, Eſq; temp. Hen. VIII. married Elizabeth, 
eldeſt daughter of John Bourchier, Earl of Bath, and Lord 
Fitzwarine, (by Cecily, his wife, daughter of Giles, Lord Dau- 
beney, Knight of the Garter, and ſiſter and heir of Henry, Earl 
of Bridgewater, who died 2 Edw. VI.) and by her was proge- 
nitor of Sir John Chicheſter, Knt. who by Gertrude, daughter 
of Sir William Courtenay, of Powderham caſtle, in com. 
Devon, Knt. had eight daughters, and five ſons, four whereof 
were Knights (d), of which two alſo were Lords, viz. a Baron, 
and a Viſcount ; 1. Sir John, hereafter mentioned; 2. Sir 
Arthur, Baron of Belfaſt, and Lord-Deputy of Ireland, who 
married Lettice, daughter of Sir John Perrott, Knt.

Tawton, alſo iſſued out of the Chicheſters of Raleigh. Several 
of this family are mentioned (in Mr. Browne Willis's Notitia 
Parliamentaria,) to be members of parliament, as John Chiche- 
ter, 34, 45, 46 Edw, III. for Melcomb, in Dorſetſhire, for 
which place he ſerved again, 1 Rich.

Sir John Chicheſter, of Raleigh, Knt. (eldeſt ſon of Sir John, 
before-mentioned, by Gertrudeg daughter of Sir William Cour- 
tenay, Knt.) was killed with the Judge, and ſeveral others, by 
an infectious ſmell, which came from the priſoners at the Lent 
ahzes at the caſtle of Exeter, 1585. He married Anne, daugh- 
ter of Sir Robert Dennis, of Holcombe, in com. Devon, Knut. 
by whom he had Sir Robert Chicheſter, of Raleigh, Knight of 
the Bath, who married to his firſt wife Frances, daughter and 
coheir of John, Lord Harrington, of Exton, in Rutlandſhire, 
by whom he had only one daughter, Anne, his heir, married to 
Thomas, Lord Bruce, anceſtor to the Earl of Aylesbury. His

TH I'S is a younger branch of the family of Carew, of 
Haccombe, in com. Devon, and deſcends from-Alexan- 
der, the fourth ſon of Sir Nicholas, Baron of Carew, by Joan, 
his wife, daughter of Sir Hugh Courtenay, of Haccombe, Kat. 
(kcond ſon of Edward, Earl of Devon.) for whoſe genealogy 
at large, fee Vol, ITI. which Alexander, being ſeated at Antony, 
by gift of his mother, who alſo gave him Shoggebroke, and 
Landegy, died 11 Hen. VIII. Having iflue, by Itabel, daugh- 
ter of John Hatch, of Wooleigh, in com. Devon, {by the heir 
of Dyrwin,) John, his ſon and heir, who married Thomaſine, 
daughter and coheir to Roger Holland, of Exeter, Eſq; by 
whom he had four ſons; 1. Sir Wymond, of whom hereafter ; 
2, John Carew, of Poole, who left only two daughters, his 
coheirs; 3, Thomas, married to Eleanor, daughter to Sir Giles 
Strangeways, K nt. from whom the Carews, of Hamworth, in 
com, Dorſet, derive themſelves ; 4. Roger, maſter of a college, 
in Oxford, 

Sir Wymond Carew, of Antony, Knt. his eldeſt fon and heir, 
was Temp. Hen. VIII. treaſurer to Queen Catharine ; he re- 
ceived the honour of Knighthood at the coronation of King Ed- 
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ward VI. being one of the forty that was made inſtead of the 
K nights of the Bath, by reaſon of the ſhortneſs of time, which 
would not allow the performance of the ceremonies of the Bath; 
and died 5 Edw. VI. having had by Martha, his wife, daughter 
of Edmund Denny, Eſq; (and ſiſter to Sir Anthony, of Waltham, 
progenitor to the Lord Denny, Earl of Norwich) ſix ſons; 1. Tho- 
mas; 2, Roger, who left poſterity ; 3. Sir——(s) Carew, Knt. 
LL.D. who left iflue; 4. John; 5. Anthony ; and, 6. Harvey, 
who died iſſueleſs. 

Thomas Carew, Eſq; the eldeſt ſon, ſucceeded to the inheri- 
tance at Eaſt- Antony, he ſerved in parliament for Saltaſh, 5 Eliz. 
and marrying Elizabeth, baughter of Sir Richard Edgecombe, of 
Mount Edgecombe, in Devon, Knt. was father of, 

Richard Carew, Eſq; born at Eaſt-Antony, of an ancient 
and genteel family 1555 (), became a gent. com. of Ch. Ch. 
very young, about the time that his kinſman, George Carew, 
(afterwards Earl of Totneſs,) and William Camden, ſtudied 
there; at fourteen years of age, he diſputed ex tempore with the 
matchleſs Sir Philip Sidney, in the preſence of the Earls of Lei- 
ceſter, Warwick, and other nobility, at what time they were 
lodged in Ch. Ch, to receive entertainment from the muſes ; 
after he had ſpent three years in Oxon, he retired to the Middle 
Temple, where he ſpent three years more, and then was ſent 
with his uncle, (Sir George Carew, as it ſeems,) in his embaſ- 
ſage unto the King of Poland (c), whom, when he came to 
Dantzick, he found that he had been newly gone from thence 
into Sweeden, whither alſo he went after him. After his return, 
and a ſhort ſtay made in England, he was fent by his father into 
France, with Sir Hen. Nevill, who was then ambaſſador leiger 
unto K. Hen. IV. He was High Sheriff of Cornwall, 1586,

Richard Carew, Eſq; his eldeſt ſon and heir, was advanced to 
the dignity of a Baronet, 17 Car. I. He married two wives; 
to his firſt, (in his father's life-time,) Bridget, daughter of John 
Chudleigh, of Aſhton, in com. Devon, Eſq; by whom he had Sir 
Alexander, his ſucceſſor, and four daughters, Elizabeth, married 
to Kendall, Martha, to Pendarvis, of Pendarvis, in 
Cornwall, Eſqrs. Mary, who died unmarried, and Gertrude. His 
ſecond wife was a daughter of Rolle, of Heanton, in com, 
Devon, Eſq; by whom he had John Carew, Eſq; repreſentative 
in parliament 1641. for Tao in Cornwall; and Sir Tho- 
mas Carew, of Barley, in com.

Bering to the King, and betraying his truſt, 


© The charge againſt Sir Alexander (a), was founded on the 
© ſecond and ſeventh articles of a late ordinance of parliament, 
© which made it death to adhere to the enemy, or to betray or 
© ſurrender any fortreſs to his Majeſty ; and ſet forth, that when 


© the wars began the town of Plymouth was looked upon as 2 


© moſt conſiderable place, and the iſland of St. Nicholas was ſo 
© appendant to it, that Plymouth could not be ſafe unleſs that 
© were ſecured : And therefore to ſecure them both, Sir George 
© Chudleigh was pitched upon governor, and took a commiſſion 
© from the Earl of Eſſex ; and by deputation from him, by con- 
© ſent of parliament, the charge and government of the iſland

© and juſtified the King's proceedings againſt the parliament ; and 
© magnified the King's power and victories, and given the parlia- 
© ment”'s cauſe for loſt ; that he had endeavoured to work upon 
© his ſoldiers and officers by promiſing them pardons ; that he had 
© declared his reſolution to hold that iſland for the King, and en- 
© deavoured to put that reſolution in practice, by putting himſelf 
© in a poſture both defenſive and offenſive againſt the parliament's

© ordinance, ſince the matters objected were done and tranſacted 
* long before the ordinance was made, viz. about the month of 
* Auguſt, 1643. 

* To which Mills, the advocate, replied, I. That his defence, 
* grounded upon the ordinance of parliament, was not only in- 
* ſufficient, but ſeemed to reflect on the wiſdom and juſtice of 
* the parliament. II. That theſe exceptions of his aroſe from a 
* great miſtake ; for the two articles they proceeded upon againſt 
* him, viz, the ſecond and ſeventh, do both look back as well as 
* forward ; and indeed do not create or make any new crime, but 
* declare the puniſhment of what was before, and at all times, 
* treachery and treaſon in war, which by all the laws civil is death. 
: ay ſo the court proceeded to ſentence, that he ſhould be be- 

ded, 

* On the Saturday following his ſentence, his Lady preſented a 
* petition to the houſe of commons, ſetting forth, that Sir Alex- 
ander was in a kind of diſtracted condition, and unfit to die, 
* and therefore prayed he might be reprieved ; whereupon a 
committee was ſent to viſit him, and report his condition, 
who declared him not to be diſtracted; however, that he might 
have time to ſettle his eftate, and prepare himſelf for death, 
execution was reſpited for above a month, viz. until Monday, 
December 23, 1644. when he was brought by the lieutenant 
* and his officers to a ſcaffold erected on T'ower-Hill, where rr 
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© cf the miniſters that were wit him deſiring him to ſpeak ſome. 
© what ©: the matter for which he was to die, he ſpake as 


© followeth : 


© The greateſt enemy againſt me under the ſun can lay but 
© the ſuſpicion of the fact againſt me; I deſire not to ſpin out time, 
© I deſire to be at my period; I have beſought God on my knees 
* oftentimes that I might be diflolved, and God would never grant 
© it me till now, and now bleſſed be God for it; I confet. my 
ways, that I am a ſinful creature to God; with all my heart 1 
© have ſurvey'd myſelf over and over again, and with indignation 
for my ſins, and eſpecially my pride and ſtoutheartedneſo, 2 
© that you can lay to my charge is but intention, and no*11-/

© myſelf, put me to what tortures you pleaſe. V1: : 
© aſhore at Plimouth, I asked them, whether tej

Then advancing to the front of the ſcaffold, he ſaid to tic 
people : 


Gentlemen, 
© I hope you'll (in conſideration of my weak body) not expect 


that I ſhould ſpeak much to you; neither is it my part (nor 
deſire) to diſcourſe of my own actions, or to juſtify myſelf, but 
I ſhall rather confeſs, as the poor publican Ja, Lord be merci- 
© ful to me a ſinner, I deſire your prayers to God for me, and 
© I pray to God for you, that no one drop of my blood may be 
© required at any man's hands. I forgive all the world, with a 
© full and hearty deſire, as mortal man can, and I beſeech 
© God to forgive me, the God of heaven that ſeeth, heareth, and 
© beholdeth, knows that I lie not. I have deſired with unfeigned 
© defire and hearty affections to be diſſolved, and to be with Chriſt, 
© knowing it ſhall be better for me, being aſſured thereby to be 
© freed from the miſery of ſin, and to enter into a better life; 
© it was the laſt words and writing of my grandfather, and here 
of my father (holding forth a little book) the aſſurance of their 
© eternal peace and happineſs, after the diſſolution of this body of 
< theirs in which they lived here on earth; it is mine likewiſe ; 
L have no more to ſay, but take my humble leave of you. 
| Then he deſired the people to join with him in ſinging the 
twenty third pſalm, which he tuned, and read himſelf to them. 
He added, And God affiſting me ſeal my vow with my blood, 


and rather ſuffer wrong than do it. Then the 1 al 
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fring his forgiveneſs, he ſaid to him, I forgive thee, and thank 
thee too with heart unfeigned. And giving him money, ſaid, 
prithee leave my clothes, take my head and do-it handſomely, elſe 
thou canſt not ſpeak Dutch, and ſay, wel ghedaen, when I ſay, 
Lord, though thou killeſt me; yet will I put my truſt in thee, 
then do thou cut off my head ; for thoſe were the laſt words that 
ever my mother ſpake when ſhe died; ſo having took leave of 
his friends, and ſaid, Lord, into thy hands I commend my ſpirit, 
he laid himſelf down on the block, and ſpeaking theſe words, 
Lord, though killeſt, &c. the executioner did his office. 

The Lord Clarendon relates, that at the breaking out of the 
civil war, Plymouth was eſteemed one of the moſt conſiderable 
towns in the weſt of England; that there was in it a ſtrong caſtle 
towards the ſea, with good platforms and ordinance ; and about 
2 musket ſhot from the town, there was an iſland with a fort in 
it, much ſtronger than the caſtle ; and that the mayor and cor- 
poration of Plymouth ſeized both the caſtle and iſland, and kept 
them for the parliament : And as a reward for that ſervice, the 
parliament committed the government thereof to the mayor, who 
was well enough inſtructed, what reſpect to pay to their committee, 
which was appointed to reſide there for his aſſiſtance, and to 
conduct the affairs in thoſe parts. 

Of that committee, Sir Alexander Carew was one (a), a gen- 
© tleman of a good fortune in Cornwal, who ſerved in parliament 
* az Knight for that county, and had, from the beginning of the 
* parliament, concurred in all concluſions with the moſt violent (b), 
© with as full a teſtimony of that zeal and fury, to which their 
confidence was applied, as any man, To him the cuſtody and 
© government of that fort and iſland, which was looked upon as 
the ſecurity of the town, was committed, and a ſufficient ga- 
* riſon put into it. The mayor commanded the caſtle, and the 
town, about which a line was caſt up of earth, weak and 
* trregular, 

* After the battle of Stratton, and the King's forces prevailing 
* fo far over the weſt, that Briſtol was taken by them, and Exeter 
* cloſely beſieged, Sir Alexander Carew began to think, his 
* iſland and fort would hardly ſecure his eſtate in Cornwal, and 
d underſtood the law ſo well, (for he had had a good education) 

to know, that the ſide he had choſen would be no longer the 
better, than it ſhould continue the ftronger ; and having ori- 
* ginally followed no other motives than of popularity and in- 
* tereſt, reſolved now to redeem his errors, and found means to 
* correſpond 
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( Clarendon's Hiſt. Vol, III. p. 395. (b) The noble biſtorian ſeems to 


r more virulency againſt this unhappy gentleman, than any other in his

therefore its imagined, be had conceived ſome prejudice againſt him, from 
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© correſpond with ſome of his old friends and neighbours in Corn- 
© wal, and by them to make a direct overture to ſurrender that 
- © fort and iſland to the King, upon an aſſurance of his Majeſty's 
pardon, and a full remiſſion of his offences. Sir John Berkley, 
who then lay before Exeter, was the next ſupreme officer quali- 
fied to entertain ſuch a treaty, and he inſtantly by the ſame 
conveyance, returned him as ample aſſurance of his own condi- 
tions as could be; with advice, that he ſhould not upon any de- 
fect of forms (which upon his engagement ſhould be ſupplied 
with all poſſible expedition to his own ſatisfaction) defer the con- 
ſummating the work, which hereafter poſſibly might not be in 
his power to effect: Deſigns of that nature being to be conſulted 
and executed together ; for in thoſe caſes, according to Mutianus 
in Tacitus; Qui deliberant, deſciverunt ; and the greateſt danger 
attends the not going on. But he was ſo ſottiſhly and dange- 
rouſly wary of his own ſecurity (having neither courage enough 
to obey his conſcience, nor wickedneſs enough to be proſperous 
againſt it) that he would not proceed till he was ſufficiently aſ- 
ſured that his pardon was palled the great ſeal of England; 
before which time, though all imaginable haſte was made, by the 
treachery of a ſervant whom he truſted, his treaty and deſign 
was diſcovered to the mayor and the reſt of the committee : And 
according to the diligence uſed by that party in caſes of ſuch con- 
cernment, he was ſuddenly, and without reſiſtance, ſurprized 
in his fort, and carried priſoner into Plymouth, and from thence 
by ſea ſent to London, where he was condemned by a court- 
martial, and executed as above related.

T HIS family hath been of long reſidence in this county: The 
firſt footſteps we find of it (a), we have been led into by an 
act of public charity. In the church of Lavenham, in Suffolk, 
where there is a ſtatue of braſs erected to the memory of I homas 
Spring, (fon of Thomas and Agnes Spring, of Lavenham, de- 
ceaſed, in 18 Hen. VI. 1440. as appears by Baldwin's manuſcript 
regiſter,) who, as the inſcription on his monument informs us, built 
the veſtry of that church, where he lies interred. He died Sept. 
7, 1 Hen. VII. 1486. and left by Margaret, his wife, two ſons, 
and a daughter, Thomas, James, and Cicilia.

T HIS family came from (a) John Brigges, of Saul, in Nor- 
folk, Eſq; as appears by an ancient deed now in the hands 
of the family, which begins in theſe words: Scrant Preſentes ac 
Futuri quod ego Johannes Brigges Dominus de Sal dedi & conceſſi 
Edmunds, &c. T herein he gives to his ſecond ſon Edmund, and 
his heirs, all his lands, tenements, and hereditaments, at Craſt- 
font, in Weſtmoreland ; which deed is without date, and muſt 
be full as old as Edward II. and ſhews that the family was then 
conſiderable in the county of Norfolk. 

Oliver Brigges, Eſq; (6) the ſeventh in a lineal deſcent from 
the faid John, (by his younger ſon Edmund,) ſold that eſtate of 
Craſtfont, anno 1565. to William Knype, jun. of Carmelltell, 
in the county of Lancaſter, and was the firſt of this family who 
ſettled in Shropſhire (c), at Erneſtry Park, near Ludlow, in the 
beginning of Queen Elizabeth. In the ſeventh of her reign, he 
purchaſed of George, Earl of Shrewsbury (4), the grant of the 
foreſt or free-chace of Clees, - or Clives, in that county, where he 
was then poſſeſſed of other good eſtates, as alſo in the counties of 
Warwick and Montgomery, which is fully ſeen by an inquiſition 
taken after the death of the ſaid Oliver, towards the end of the 
Queen: To which eſtates his eldeſt ſon, Humphry, ſucceeded, ex- 
cepting the manor of Oulton, or Sollyhull, in the county of 
Warwick, with the eſtates thereunto belonging, and in Kingſ- 
norton ; all which was given to the younger ſon, named Oliver, 
and by him ſome time after ſold to Robert Middlemore, of Edg- 
baſton, in the county of Warwick, Eſq; 

Oliver Brigges, Eſq; the father, died in an advanced age, and 
was buried in Shiffnall church, in Shropſhire, anno 1596. The 
mſcription there on his tomb ſays (e), that he married Anne, 
daughter of Humphry Coningsby, of Neneſolers, Eſq; (who was 
the anceſtor of the late Earl Coningsby,) and that he was the ſon 
of Brian Brigges, of Craftfont, in Weſtmoreland, by Cecily, 


daughter and coheir to Oliver Gilpin, of Yorkſhire ; which 
Brian, was the ſon of Simon Brigges, by Catharine Bellingham, 
of the ſame county, Oliver Brigges, by his wife, had three ſons,

Humphry Brigges, Eſq; the eldeſt ſon, ſucceeded his father, and 
lived at Erneſtry Park. He was high ſheriff for the county the 
year of the gunpowder-plot, and married (a) Anne, eldeſt daughter 
and coheir to Robert Moreton, of Haughton, Eſq; by whom lee 
had iſſue one ſon, and a daughter, who died young, which fon 
was Moreton Brigges, Eſqz who was created a Baronet, 17 King 
Charles I. 

Which Sir Moreton Brigges, the firſt Baronet, married 
Cryzogon, the daughter of Edward Grey, of Buildwas, in com, 
Salop, Eſq; (ſhe lived in good health to the age of ninety- 
feven,) and had iſſue three ſons, and fix daughters, 1. Sir Humphry, 
his ſucceſſor; 2. Moreton, who was killed in the civil wars at Sturton 
Caſtle, in Staffordſhire, on the ſide of the King, S. P. and, 3. Robert 
Brigges, Eſq; who married Sarah, daughter of Thomas Moreton, of 
Shiffnal, in com. Salop, Eſq; and left one daughter, Martha, his ſole 
heir, who was married, firſt, to Richard Spencer, of London, 
Turky merchant ; and, ſecondly, to Sir John Stonehouſe, of Rad- 
ley, in Berks, Bart.

HE family of the Heyman's is of known antiquity for many hundred 
1 years paſt, (a) having had honours, and good eſtates, in the counties 
of Kent, and Eſſex, and in the city of London, belonging to them; be- 
ſides their being of extenſive charitable diſpoſitions. 

Tenterden free ſchool in Kent, (6) was founded by this family about 
zoo years ago: and an eſtate of ſeveral hundred pounds a year (c), in di- 
vers parts of Kent,was left, by a branch of this family, for charitable uſes, 
for ever ; beſides ſeveral other donations, to perpetuity. 

Ralph Heyman, Eſq; was poſſeſſed of a good eſtate, in K. Henry the 
VIPs time. He purchaſed the manor of Harenge in Kent (4), from Sir 
Fran, Willoughby ; which his ſon, Peter, ſettled upon his ſecond ſon, Peter. 

In 25. Hen. VIII. Otterpole, in Kent, was purchaſed by Peter Hey- 
man, Eſq; from Thomas Wombwell, of Northfleet, Eſq;. 

Somerheld eſtate, in the pariſh of Sellinge, in Kent, belonged to 
Will. Tilde, Eſq; who died, leaving one daughter, Elizabeth, who be- 
came firſt wife to Peter Heyman, Eſq; about the middle of Henry VIII. 
1527. (e) by whom he had two ſons, Ralph Heyman, Eſq; of whoin 
hereafter, and William, who married Eliz. daughter to Sir Reginald Scot, 
Knt. and fix daughters, Mary, wife of Paul Johnſon, of Fordwich ; Ca- 
tharine, married to Will, Hamon, of Acris; Margaret, married firſt, to 
John Poynet, and afterwards, to John Hill ; Mildred, to Tho.

Peter, born in Black-Friers, London, 
July 10, 1642, Henry, born at Selling, Mar. 24, 1646, Robert, born at 
Selling, July 6, 1647, Mary, born in Black-Friers, April 28, 1643, and 
Anne, born in the ſame place, May 19, 1644. Two of the ſons, and 1 
daughter, died unmarried ; Mary, the eldeſt daughter, married Sir Rich. 
Sandys, of Northbourn, in Kent, Knt. (who was Kill by his own fowl: 
ing piece, in going over a hedge.) Sir Henry, died at his ſeat, at Somer- 
field, 1658, and lyes buried in the family vault, at Selling, in Kent.

G00 PRI KE is a Saxon name (a), (ſignifying God's ju- 

riſdiction.) It is mentioned by Ingulphus, and other hiſto- 
rians of the Saxon times, and is inſcribed upon ſeveral old Saxon 
coins. 

It appears from the viſitation of Robert Glover, Someriet he- 
rald, that this family flouriſhed for ſeveral generations (h), at Nor- 
tingley, or Nortonlee, in com. Somerſet, all whoſe names, mar- 
riages, and iſſue, are ſpecified in the family pedigree. 

At length Henry Goodricke, the third ſon of Robert Goodricke 
of Nortingley, marrying an heireſs, the daughter of Thomas 
Stickford, Eſq; in Lincolnſhire, the family flouriſhed in that 
county (c); where, after fix generations, William Goodricke, of 
Eaſt-Kirby, com. Lincoln, Eſq; married to his ſecond wife, Jane, 
the heireſs of Mr. Williamſon, of Boſton, by whom he had three 
ſons, and a daughter: The ſons were, John, Thomas, and Hen- 
ry, (anceſtor to the preſent Baronet, of whom hereafter) of which, 
John, the eldeſt, ſucceeded to his father's eſtate; and was de- 
nominated of Bullingbrook, in com. Lincoln, and married a 
daughter of Sir Lionel Dimock, of Maring, in that county, Kant. 
Thomas, the ſecond ſon, was in great favour with King Hen- 
ry VIII. (a), and was imployed by him, in ſeveral negotiations 
with foreign princes. He (e) was ane of the thirty two commiſ- 
fioners, impowered to reform the canon laws, in that King's reign; 
and when King Edward VI. had reduced that number to eight, 
he was one of them. He was ſent, with others, to reform the 
univerſity of Cambridge, 2nd was one of the compilers of the 
Engliſh liturgy (J). He was twenty years biſhop of Ely, and by 
King Edward VI. was joined in commiſſion, with others, to car- 
ry the order of the garter to the French King, and made an ora- 
tion at his being inveſted with it. The ſame King made him lord 
chancellor of r from which office he was remaved by 
Queen Mary, and died unmarried, May 10, 1554. nine months 
atter King Edward. 

The reverend Mr. Downes, in his lives of the compilers of the 
Engliſh liturgy, gives this account of him (g): 15

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This worthy prelate was deſcended from an antient and weal- 
thy family, and was born at Kirby, in Lincolnſhire, and edy. 
cated at Corpus-Chriſti-College, in Cambridge. He took his firſt 
degree in arts, in 1510. the ſame year with Cranmer and Lati- 
mer; commenced maſter in 1514. and in 1516. was prodtor 
of the univerſity, He applied himſelf to his ſtudies with unwea- 
ried induſtry ; and acquired a great reputation, for his uncommon 
proficience, not only in divinity, but in the knowledge of the ci- 
vil and canon law, His great merit ſoon recommended him to 
the favour of King Henry, who ſent for him to court, adviſed 
with bim in the moſt difficult affairs of ſtate, and employed him 
in frequent embaſſies to foreign princes. In his reign he com- 
menced doctor of laws; and on April 19, 1534, was conſecrated 
biſhop of Ely, in archbiſhop Cranmer's chapel at Croydon, He 
continued biſhop of that dioceſe, above twenty years; and find- 
ing the palace at Ely, old and ruinous, at his own charge repaired 
and beautified it, and built a ſpacious and magnificent gallery on 
the north fide of it, He was a great favourer of the reformation; 
and, on account of his ſingular learning, was conſulted with, and 
employed in the moſt important affairs relating thereto. He had 
a great hand in drawing up, The inſtitution of a chriſtian man; 
(for a more particular account of which book, ſee the life of arch- 
biſhop Cranmer, p. xi, xii.) And was a ſincere promoter of pure 
religion, and a patron to all learned men, who, he thought, might 
be of ſervice, towards the abolition of the papal tyranny and ſu- 
perſtitions, and the reſtitution of true primitive Chriſtianity. A- 
mong theſe he had a particular eſteem for Dr. Richard Cox, whom 
he made his chaplain ; and by his intereft at court, prevailed to 
_ the education of the young Prince Edward, committed to 

is care, 

After the death of King Henry, he was found ſo ſerviceable in 
promoting the regular progreſs of the reformation, and fo uſeful a 
counſellor in all difficult affairs both of church and ftate ; that it 
was thought neceſſary to beſtow a ſuitable reward on him, for hi 
great ſervices. Accordingly, he was ſworn into the privy-coun- 
Cil; and, in 1551, was made lord chancellor of England. He i, 
on this occaſion, much abuſed by Dr. Burnet ; who, not content 
with a large invective againſt him, for accepting a poſt, ſo incon- 
ſiſtent with the function and duty of a clergyman, as he pretends; 
goes on to load his memory, with a heavy accuſation, of incon- 
ſtancy in religion, turning with every tide, and reſolving not to 
ſuffer for the reformation in Queen Mary reign, But this 153 
moſt malicious and groundleſs charge, a baſe and unworthy flan- 
der, on a perſon, to whom our reformed church is ſo much in- 
debted : And had Dr. Burnet been but as free from thoſe crimes, 
as the worthy prelate, whom he ſo ſcurrilouſly reflects on, he had 
left a much fairer character behind him, and been in greater 6+ 


pute with impartial poſterity, than he is now ever like to be. 
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ut to return to biſhop Goodrich. While chancellor, he was 
admired by all, for his impartial diſtribution of juſtice ; he had the 
bleſſings and prayers of the poor, and the favour and eſteem of the 
rich: His greateſt enemies could not but acknowledge him gentle, 
juſt, and gracious; and his moſt intimate friends, when they 
brought a bad cauſe before him, found him inflexible, ſevere, and 
unprejudiced. Having a great eſteem of biſhop Day's learning, he 
laboured earneſtly to reduce him from his prejudices, and diſpoſe 
him to a favourable opinion of the reformation ; but could do no 
good on a man fo wilful and obſtinate. He was one of thoſe, who 
drew up that excellent Book, The reformation of the eccleſiaſtical 
laws: And at the requeſt of King Edward, put the great ſeal to 
the inſtrument for the ſucceſſion of the lady Jane Grey, This 
was the reaſon, why upon the fall of that lady, the great ſeal was 
taken from him, within two days after Queen Mary came to 
London. And tho' it was thought fit, for the preſent, to let him 


enjoy the benefit of the general pardon; yet there is no queſtion 


to be made, but that he would, amongſt the reſt of the martyrs, 


| have been brought to the ſtake for his religion ; had it not pleaſed 


God to prevent it, by taking him to himſelf, on the 10th of May

He alſo founded another alms-houſe, for the like number, with 
the ſame allowance, (both in the whole 40 l. per annum, forever) 
within the pariſh of St. Mary Arches, Exeter. The inſcription 
on his monument, in that church, to the honour of his memory, 
[ here ſubjoin (6) : 

This Marble Monument, this fading Braſs,

John Pettus, of the county and city of Norwich, Gent. ſon and 
heir of the above-mentioned Thomas Pettus, took to wife, 3 
daughter of — Crow, and widow of Simon Dethick, Eſq; * 

Thomas Pettus, Eſq; his ſon and heir, married Chriſtian, the 
daughter of Simon Dethick, of Norfolk, Eſq; and had iſſue by her 
four ſons; 1. John; 2. Thomas, (Mayor of Norwich 1614. and 
died 1620, leaving iſſue, by Cecily, daughter of William King, of 
Hempſted, in Norfolk, William Pettus, of London, who, by 
Mary, daughter of Sir Peter Gleane, of Norwich, Knt. had a nu- 
merous iſſue.) 3. Alexander, who left iſſue ; and, 4. William, 
who died S. P. Alſo, three daughters, 1. Elizabeth, married to 
Auguſtine Whale, of Norwich, Gent.

He married Elizabeth, daughter of Sir Thomas Knyvett, of Aſh- 
wellthorp, in Norfolk, Kat. by whom he had iſſue, ſix ſons, Sir 
Thomas, Auguſtine, who died S. P. Sir John, &c. This lady 
died 1653.

land, with William the conqueror (a), and married the daugh-

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of Northampton, a pariſh lying in the hundreds of Guilesburrow 
on the skirts of that county, upon the borders of Warwickſhire. 
On this match he ſettled there, and this place became the ſeat of 
his poſterity for many ages. He was ſucceeded by his ſon and heir, 
Sir Robert Andrews, of Winwick, Knt, who married the dauoh.- 
ter of Sir Marten Brewer, and had iſſue, Sir John Andrews, of 
Winwick, Knt. who, by the daughter of Sir John Norton, had 
iſſue, Sir Thomas Andrews, of Winwick, Knt. whoſe wiſe was 
the daughter of Sir John Cortney, by whom he had iſſue, two 
ſons, Sir Thomas, and John, who ſettled at Mamwell, in War- 
wickſhire, by marrying, Mary, the daughter and heir of — 
Mamuell, of Mamuell, aforeſaid, and left poſterity, Sir Thomas 
Andrews, of Winwick, Knt. eldeſt ſon and heir, married the 
daughter of the Lord Breaſey, and had iſſue, George Andrews, 
of Winwick, Eſq; who married the daughter and heir of the Ba- 
ron of Burford, and had iſſue, two ſons, George, and Thomas.

CF this family, was Edward Halford, of Wiſtow, Eſq; whoſe 

ſon, Richard, was high-ſheriff of Leiceſterſhire, 19 James I. 
and advanced to the dignity of a Baronet, He had two wives (a). 
By the firſt, Iſabel, the daughter of George Bowman, of Med- 
bourn, in the county of Leiceſter, Eſq; he had two ſons; f. An- 
drew, ſeated at Kilby ; 2. George, at Turlangton, in Leiceſter- 
ſhire, who died without iſſue, and one daughter; but, by his ſe- 
cond wife, had no iſſue. He was fo remarkable for his loyalty (5), 
that the King made Wiſtow, the place of his retirement, when 
in Leiceſterſhire ; where Sir Richard, not only entertain'd, but 
ſupply'd him with large ſums of money. Likewiſe, ſent his eldeſt 
ſon, Andrew, with a certain number of men, raiſed and main- 
tained at his own charge, to attend his Majeſty, when in Leiceſt- 
erſhire, and the counties adjacent. Who, (with many other ſig- 
nal ſervices,) took a party of the rebels priſoners, amongſt whom 
was one Flude, high- conſtable of Guthlaxton hundred, and carried 
them to the King's camp, where they were tried and hanged ; but 
Oliver, afterwards condemned him for the murder of theſe men : 
and his life was purchaſed for no leſs a ſum (e), than thirty thou- 
ſand pounds, Sir Richard, was ſeveral times plundered. and at laſt 
compounded his eſtate for two thouſand pounds. He died 1658, 
aged 78 years, and was buried at Wiſtow.

Sir John Kaye, of Woodſome, Knt. (the only fon of John, 
aforeſaid,) was advanced to the dignity of a Baronet, by his Ma- 
jeſty King Charles I. He was colonel of a regiment of horſe, in 
that king's ſervice, in the unfortunate civil war, and ſuffered very 
much, both in perſon and eſtate, during that miſerable confuſion ; 
but lived to ſee the happy reſtoration, and died July 25, 1662, 
He married three wives(a), firſt, Margaret, daughter, and co- 
heir, of Thomas Moſeley, Eſq; Alderman, and Lord Mayor, of 
York, (by Elizabeth, his wife, daughter, and coheir, of Thomas 
Trigot, of South-Kirby, in Yorkſhire, Eſq;) by whom he had 
iſſue, two ſons, Sir John, and Robert, who died unmarried ; and 
one daughter, Margaret, who alſo died unmarried, He took to 
his ſecond wife, Elizabeth, daughter of Sir Ferdinando Leigh, of 
Middleton, juxta Leeds, Knt. and relict of Francis Burdett, of 
Birthwaite, in Yorkſhire, Eſq; and by her had four ſons, George, 
Arthur, Matthew, and another Arthur, who all died iſſueleſs, and 
hve daughters, viz, Anne, Grace, another Anne, Jane, and Eli- 
zabeth, who all died unmarried. His third lady was Catharine, 
daughter of Sir William St. Quintin, of Harpham, Bart. and 
relict of Michael Wentworth, of Woolley, Eſq; fon and heir of 
Sir George Wentworth, Knt. (who afterwards married, 1. 
Henry Sandys, of Downe, in Kent, Eſq; and, to her fourth huſ- 
band, Hugh, Earl of Eglington, in Scotland,) but by her he had 
no iſſue.

Sir John Kaye, Bart. who ſerv'd ſeveral years as knight of the 
ſhire for the county of York, and married () Anne, daughter of 
William Liſter, of Thornton, in Craven, Eſq; by whom he had 
iſſue, five ſons, John, and Robert, who both died young ; Sir Ar- 
thur, his ſucceſſor, George, (who, by Dorothy, daughter, and 
heir, of Robert Savile, of Bryan-Royd, near Eland, in York- 
ſhire, Eſq; had iſſue, Sir John, the preſent Baronet, _ 4 
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merchant at Leeds, who died unmarried, George, who died 
young, and a daughter, Catharine, married to Nicholas Roberts, 
of Hexham, in Northumberland, Eſq;) and Thomas, who died 
without iſſue; alſo, two daughters, Anne, married to Sir Bryan 
Stapylton, of Myton, in Yorkſhire, Bart. and Catharine, who 
died young. Sir John, died 1706. and was ſucceeded, in dignity 
and eſtate, by his third, but eldeſt, ſurviving ſon, 

Sir Arthur Kaye, Bart. who ſerved, for ſeveral years, as 
knight of the ſhire, for the county of York, and married, Anne, 
one of the daughters, and coheirs, of Sir Samuel Marrow, of 
Berkſwell, in com. Warw. Bart. (by Mary, daughter, and co- 
heir, of Sir Arthur Cayley, of Newland, in Warw, Knt.) by 
whom he left iſſue, only one daughter, Elizabeth, married, firſt, 
to Gearge, Lord Lewiſham, eldeſt ſon of the right honourable, 
the Earl of Dartmouth; and afterwards, to the right honourable, 
the Lord North and Guilford. Sir Arthur, dying 1726. without

OF this family, tis preſum'd, was Andrew Trollope, Eſq; who 

diſtinguiſhed himſelf in the French wars, temp. Hen. VI, 
and was kill'd, at Towton fight, temp. Edw. IV. as alſo, Tho- 
mas Trollope, of Thorleby, Eſq; who married (a), Margaret, 
daughter, and coheir, of Roger Lumley, Eſq; youngeſt ſon of 
Thomas Lumley, Eſq; by Elizabeth Plantagenet, his wife, daugh- 
ter of King Edward IV, by the lady Elizabeth Lucy. 

But the firſt we meet with, in a pedigree, is, Trollope,

Sir William Trollope, Bart. who married Elizabeth, daughter 
of Sir Robert Carr, of Sleford, in com, Linc. Bart. relict of 
William Thorold, Eſq; eldeſt ſon of Sir William Thorold, of 
Marſton, in Lincolnſhire, Bart. by whom he had only one 
daughter, married to Charles Fox, Eſq; eldeſt ſon of Sir Stephen 
Fox, Knt. who died, without iſſue, 1702. Sir William, dying 
1678. without iſſue-male, was ſucceeded by his nephew, 

Sir Thomas Trollope, Bart. (fon of Thomas, and grandſon

Noel, are deſcended from three daughters of this Sir John Clobery, tis thought 
to give the following authentick account of Sir John, as publiſhed, in a note, 
by the editor of Dr, Barwick's life, in Engliſh, p. 275. 

Colonel Clobery, was the younger ſon of an ancient family in Devonſhire, which 
had continued at Bradſtone, their ſeat, above 500 years. They have had a plentiful 
eſtate, in that county, and in Cornwall, and have frequently incermarried with the 
beſt families in both counties, He was born at Bradſtone, in the year 1623, or 1624. 
his father, a royaliſt, gave him an ingenuocus education, and he was ſent to the Tem- 
ple, to ſtudy the law His natural and acquired abilities were ſuch, it is probable, he 
would have been very conſiderable in that profeſſion, had he not quitted it, after the 
murder of King Charles, to ſerve under his countryman, and kinſman, General 
Monk, who advanced him, from one commiſſion to another, till he gave him the 
command of a regiment. At the reſtoration, being preſented by the General to the 
King, he was knighted, and had a penſion of 600 pounds per annum granted to him, 
his heirs, and aſhgns, for ever, in conſideration of his ſervices at that time; but to 
ceaſe and determine, upon his Majeſty's granting him lands of like value. The pen- 
bon was afterwards ſurrendered, upon conveying to him certain fee-farm rents, ac- 
cording to the terms of the grant of the penſion, After disbanding the army, he bad 
no command till 1667, when, upon the Dutch fleet coming up to Chatham, a com- 
mimon was ſent him, without his ſeeking or privity, with orders immediately to raiſe 
a:roop of horſe, and to march with them to Rye, He received his eommiſſion, with 
the orders, on a Sunday night, at Wincheſter, where he then lived, and where he 
was ſo much eſteemed and beloved, that the Wedneſday morning following, he 
marched at the head of more than an hundred horſe: When that danger was over, 
and the troops, raiſed on that occaſion, disbanded, he returned to Wincheſter, for 
which city he ſerved in _—_— with James, Lord Anneſly, the three laſt parlia- 
ments of King Charles II. In Monmouth's rebellion, at the requeſt of the Lords lieu- 
tenants of Hampſhire and Wiltſhire, who were commanded to raiſe the militia of 
thoſe counties, and to march with them againſt che rebels, (the milicia being muti- 
nous, and unwilling to march) he was prevailed on to lead them to the King's camp, 
which, with great difficulty, he performed: But, upon their continuing mutinous and 
diſorderly, he was forced to diſmiſs them, and ſerved himſelf as a volunteer; and to 
his conduct, in great meaſure, was owing the defeat of the rebels: For he marked 
out the ground for the camp at Sedgemore, and did the duty at firſt of the officers of 
horſe, that were ſurprized, and not ready, when the rebels attacked them in the 
night, This the Earl of Feverſham, who commanded the forces, and the officers 
under him, did Sir Jobn, the juſtice to acknowledge, and repreſented his ſervices 
with ſuch advantage to the King, that he was graciouſly pleaſed to ſend for him, to 
thank him for them, and to deſire he would take the commiſſion of lieutenant colo- 
nel of the regiment of horſe, then to be raiſed by the Lord Lumley ; which he ac- 
cepted: But, the latrer end of the year following, he ſurrendered it, being difabled by 
2 dangerous fever, fueceeded by a dropſy, of which he died at Wincheſter, in 1687, 
in the 63d or 64th year of his age, and was interr'd in that cathedral, 

He was twice married, firſt, to the widow of Erliſman, Eſq; by whom 
he had no iſſue: His ſecond wife was Anne, daughter of George Cranmer, of Can- 
terbury, a deſcendant from Archbiſhop Cranmer, He had by her one ſon, and twa 
daughters, who died in their infancy, and four daughters that lived to be married, 
the two eldeſt by him in his life-time) Anne, to Sir Charles Holte, of Aſton, in the 
county of War wick, Bart. by whora ſhe had a numerous iſſue: Her eldeſt ſon is now 
Sir Clobery Holte. Catharine, married to William Bromley, of Baginton, in the 
lame county, Eſq; (in the reign of ber late Majeſty, Speaker of the Houſe of Com- 
mons, and principal Secretary of State) who had iflue by her, only one ſon, Clobery 
Bromley, Eſq; who died without iſſue, member of parliament for the city of Coven- 
iy. Sufanna, married to Sir Thomas Trollope, of Caſwick, in the county of Lin- 
tuin, Bart, by whom there are ſeveral ſons and daughters living. And Mary, mar- 
ried to Sir John Noel, of Kirkby, in the county of Leiceſter, Bart. deceaſed, a branch 
of the Earl of Ganesborough's family: He left by her two ſons, and one daughter; his 
eldeſt ſon is now Sir Clobery Noel, and his brother member of parliament for Stam « 
tord, in Lincolnſhire, 1 bad the bonour of this information from Mr. Bromley, 
adove-mentioned, 1 
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his ſucceſſor, 2. John, who is unmarried; 3. Henry, of Lon- 
don, wine-merchant, (who married Elizabeth, daughter of Mr, 
John Barne, an Italian merchant, and has four ſons, and three 
daughters, Thomas, Henry, John, , Sarah, Mary, and 
Diana.) 4. William, fellow of Pembroke-hall, Cambridge; hi 
daughters were, Mary, who died unmarried, Anne, married to

zabeth, married to William Noel, Eſq; one of the King's coun- 
cil, member of parliament for Stamford, and recorder of that 
town ; Frances, who died unmarried, Catharine, and Cranmer, 
who are both living, and unmarried. Sir Thomas, and his lady, 
were perſons, extremely exemplary in their lives, of great piety 
and charity, of which the neighbourhood there found the efiects, 
He died at Caſewick, Nov, 1729. being ſucceeded, in dignity and 
eſtate, by his eldeſt ſon, 

Sir Thomas T rollope, Bart. who married Diana, daughter, and 
coheir, of Thomas Middleton, of Stanſted, in Eſſex, Eſq; by 
whom he hath had fix ſons; 1. Thomas-Middleton, 2. Clobery, 
who died young at ſchool; 3. John, 4. Arthur, 5, William, 
6. Anthony ; and one daughter, Suſanna,

TH15 ancient family, are ſaid to be denominated from St, 

Quintin, in France. *Tis certain, they enter'd England on 
the Norman invaſion, anno 1066. for then, Sir Herbert St. Quin- 
tin (a), had, by gift of William the Conqueror, the manor of 
Skipſey, with the borough of Woodſhall, and Brandsburton, in 
Mapleton, ſixteen ox-gangs of land in Killing, the manor of Howl- 
bridge, with the fen and the marſh, from the bank to the ſea-dyke; 
and Carltown, in the county of Nottingham. Which Sir Herbert 
St. „ of Skipſey borough (/), was father of Oliver, whoſe 
ſon, dir Herbert St. Quintin, had iſſue, Amatellus St. *

He married Alice, the daugh- 
ter of Sir William Roſe, of Ingmanthorp, and had iſſue, two 
ſons, Galfrid, and Thomas, who married the daughter of Sir Si- 
mon Northrop, K nt. and died without iſſue. 

Sir Galfrid St. Quintin, (the eldeſt ſon,) in the reign of Ed- 
ward II, 1326. (c) married the daughter of Sir Robert Conſtable, 
of Flamborough, Knt. and had iſſue, one ſon, Sir William, who, 
temp.

Sir William St. Quintin, Baronet, (third fon, and heir, of Wil- 
liam St. Quintin, Eſq;) ſucceeded his grandfather, in dignity and 
eſtate, was member of parliament for the town of Kingſton, upon 
Hull, in the reigns of King William, Queen Anne, and King 
George I. a commiſſioner of the cuſtoms, till the act took place, to 
diſqualify that commiſſion from ſitting in parliament, at which 
time he refign'd his place, rather than quit his ſeat in the houſe of 
Commons, and continued a member of that houſe, in every par- 
lament, till his death, having been twice appointed, by his Maje- 
ſy King George, as one of the lords commiſſioners of the treaſu- 

, as alſo vice-treaſurer, and receiver-general, of Ireland, which 
poſt he held till his death, on the zoth of June, 1723. unmar- 
ried (a), univerſally lamented, by all that knew him, for his great 
abilities, probity, and love of his country. He was ſucceeded, in 
dignity and eſtate, by his nephew, 

Sir William St. Quintin, the prefent Baronet, (ſon of Hugh St. 
Quintin, Eſq; his youngeſt brother, as before-mentioned,) who was 
member, in the laſt parliament of King George I. for Thirsk, in 
Yorkſhire, and, by his, wife Rebecca (4), daughter of Sir John 
Thompſon, Knt. Alderman of London, (and afterwards Lord

© where *tis ſaid Robertus de Hardres, held half a Plowland in

125. to be levied on the county for their 
expences in attending 49 days. In 17 Edward III. he ſerv'd for 
the fene county, with John de Orreton. And the year follow- 
ing was elected with Henry de Malton. He was Sheriff of the 
county of Cumberland, in 26, 27, 28 Edward III. which was 
then an office of great truſt and power. In 33 Edward III. he 
was again xeturn'd one of the Knights for the County of Weſt- 
moreland, In which year complaint being made by Sir William 
Lydell, of Scotland, that being taken priſoner at. the battle of 
Durham, by John de Standiſh, whom he had paid for his re. 
demption, was delivered to Sir Hugh de Louthre, Kt. to 
be conveyed fafe from his enemies, who, in conſideration of a 
falcon he preſented to him, undertook to conduct him, and en- 
tertained him at his houſe for three weeks. After which he 
delivered him to John, ſon and heir of Thomas de Louthre, 
his kinſman, to convey him out of the King's dominions, But 
the ſaid John, and Thomas, conveyed him to ſtrange places, 
under cloſe confinement, till he agreed to pay the ſaid John de 
Louther, and Thomas, a fine of 230 marks. Whereupon the 
King appointed Henry de Piercy, Ralph de Nevill, and Tho. de 
Lucy, to enquire into the fact. In 46 Edward III. he was again 
return'd one of the Knights for the county of Weſtmoreland,to 
the Parliament held at Weſtminſter, which was the laſt time he 
ſervd ; for growing in years, I find John, his ſon and heir, 
elected for that county, three years after. And I preſume this 
Sir Hugh Louther departed this life about that time, having 
been employed in the moſt eminent ſtations in thoſe ſhires, dur- 
ing his time. And as he was in the commiſſion for arraying all 
men at arms, &c. it's not to be doubted, but that he was in the 
ſeveral engagements with the Scots, in one of which, near Dur- 
ham, their King David, was taken priſoner. 

His ſon and heir, Sir John de Louther, Kt. in 50 Edw. III. 
was returned one of the Knights for the county of Weſtmore- 
land, and in the indenture, he is wrote Johis fil. Hugo de Lou- 
thre. He was alſo returned for the ſame county, with James 
de Pickering, to the Parliament held at Glouceſter, in 2 Ri- 
chard II. and the year following, with William de Threlkeld, to 
the Parliament held at Weſtminſter. He was ſucceeded by Ro- 
bert, his ſon and heir, and had iſſue alſo, a ſecond ſon, Wil- 
liam de Louther, who in 14. Richard IT. with Sir Thomas Col- 
ville, and Sir John Etton, Kts, William Selveyn, Henry Van- 
Croy-pole, and Simon Ward, obtained the King's licence to 


challenge certain perſons of the Kingdom of Scotland, * 
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form and exerciſe feats of arms. And thereupon the King ap- 
pointed John, Lord Roos, to fix a camp, and to be Judge in 
the aid exerciſe, In 2 Henry IV. this William de Louther, 
was Sheriff of the county of Cumberland, as alſo in the 7th, 
$th and gth years of that King. 

Robert de 38 (eldeſt ſon and heir of Sir John) was 
one of the Knights for Cumberland, in the Parliament held at 
Weſtminſter, in 15 and 17 Richard II. And in 8 Henry IV. 
was the firſt in commiſſion with William Ormondeſlowe, Wil- 
lam Stapilton, and the Sheriff of Cumberland, to levy an aid 
in the ſaid county, for making the King's eldeſt ſon a Knight, 
and the marriage of the King's eldelt daughter ; viz. 20s. out 
of each Knight's fee, and 20s. for every 201. land held in Soc- 
cage, according to an act of Parliament in 21 Edward III. In 
2 Henry IV. he was again elected one of the Knights for Cum- 
berland ; and ſerved for that county, in 5 Henry IV. with his 
brother, William Louther, and both of them, before that year 
had been honoured with K nighthood. This Sir Robert Louther, 
ins Henry IV. was choſen with John de Skelton, Knights for 
Cumberland, as alſo in 2 Henry V. with Sir William de Legh, 
and in 5 Henry V. with Sir Peter de Tiliol, In 6 Henry V. he 
was Sheriff of Cumberland, but afterwards I find no further men-

ſix ſons; Sir Robert, of Caus, was one of them. He gave hiz 
mill of Wentenour, with the meſſuage thereto adjoining, to the 
abby of Buldewas, com. Salop, as alſo Hulmore, with the whole 
marſh and uplands near unto it, (ſet forth by mete and bound,) 
likewiſe his Lordſhip of Ritton. In 6 Richard I. upon collection 
of Scutage for the King's redemption, he anſwered four pounds, 
and twenty ſhillings more for one Knight's fee. 

Sir Richard Corbett, brother of Sir Robert, is in the regiſter of 
thoſe noblemen and gentlemen, who accompanied King Richard, 
to the ſeige of Acon, ſince which time, and before the year 1597, 
we find nineteen of this family in the rolls amongſt ſuch who fer. 
ed in the ſeveral battles, ſieges, and actions following, viz. at A- 
gincourt, Grafton, Sacking of Cadiz, and in the ſeveral wars a- 
gainſt the Welch, Scotch, French, and others, in the reigns of Hen, 
III. Edw. I. Edw. II. Edw. III. Hen. V. Edw. IV. Hen. VII. 
and Hen. VIII. In 4 Richard I. Sir Fulk Corbett, was knighted, 
between which time and 1 Car. I. we find ſeventy one Knights 
of this family, whereof Roger, was a Knight Banneret, 19 Edw, 
III. another Roger, was knighted in the Feld beſide Tewksbury, 
May 3. 1470. Robert, was the ſeventh Knight of the Bath, of 
fifty ſeven, made at the marriage of Prince Arthur, 14 Hen, VII. 
And 17 Hen. VII. Robert, Peter, and another Peter, are in the liſts 
of Lords, Knights, and Eſquires, reſident com. Salop. certifying 
them to have eſtates of the value to be made Knights of the Bath, 
Richard, was knighted on Allhallow-Day 15 Hen. VIII. with 
Henry Somerſet, ſon and heir to the Earl of Worceſter, by 
Charles Brandon, Duke of Suffolk, lieutenant-general of the 
King's Army in France, in the church of Roy. Miles, was 
knighted by the Earl of Eſſex, at the ſacking of Cadiz, A. D. 
1596. and Richard, was made Knight of the Bath, A. D. 1603. 
at King James's Coronation. 1 King John, Sir Robert Corbett, 
aforeſaid, obtained the King's charter for a market every Wednel- 
day at his manor of Caus, where he had a caſtle. A ſon of the 
before ſpecified Sir Robert, was Thomas Corbett, who taking part 
with the Barons who rebell'd at the latter end of King John's reign, 
that King ſeized his Caſtle of Caus, &c. which was reſtored to 
him, 2 Hen. III. on the ſaid Thomas Corbett's doing his homage. 
16 Hen. II. upon a complaint from Llewellin, prince of Albeth, 
againſt Thomas Corbett, and others, the King returns an anſwer, 
dated at Baldoff, Feb. 20. eodem anno, whereby he clears him 
of the ſaid charge. The ſaid Thomas, was one of the Barons- 
Marchers, 17 Hen. III. who being of a © brave ſpirit, (as hi. 
© ſtorians mention,) either put himſelf in arms, with ſome of 
© the Barons, or being ſuſpected he would, of him, (when the 
© nobility and realm grew not a little diſcontented, by reaſon of 
* ſo many Poictovins, and _ ſtrangers, being * 5 
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« places of power, and truſt,) thereupon it was required (inter a- 
( lias) to give hoſtages for his fidelity, *till people's minds might 
© he quieted, on which occaſion Roger, the ſon of Richard Cor- 
bett, was delivered for his Pays To the faid Thomas, a- 
mong other Barons-Marchers 22 Hen. III. did the King ſend 
his precept, dated March 8, at Tewksbury, to attend him at 
Oxford, upon Tueſday next after the octave of Eaſter, there to 
| conſult touching Prince Llewellins's taking homage of the great 
men in Wales. The faid Thomas's manors of Worthin, Ho- 
fone, Caus, Munfterleigh, Jochehulle, Wentenour, c. were 
found to be without the bounds of the foreſt, and his tenants never 
paid toll at Montgomery, before the time that Winewine, his 
daughter, married. 32 Hen, III. he was conſtituted ſheriff for 
the counties of Salop, and Stafford, and continued in the faid truſt 
the z zd and half the 34th years of Henry III. between which year 
and 11 Jac, I. we find the ſhrievalty of the county of Salop, has 
been one and twenty years, or times, in this family; alſo four 
years, or times, for the county of Stafford, twice for the county 
of Bucks, twice for the county of Oxford, twice for Wilts, twice 
for Norfolk, and once for Bedford, 

The ſaid Thomas, aforementioned, 41 Hen, III. attended the 
King in his expedition into Wales; and he in July 41 Hen, III. 
had command to aſſiſt Hamon L*Eſtrange, in preventing the in- 
curſions of the Welch, towards Montgomery; and 42 Hen, III. 
he had command (among other great men) to fit himſelf with 
horſe and arms, and to attend the King at Cheſter, on Monday 
next after the feaſt of St. John Baptiſt, thence to march againſt 
the Welch, then in hoſtility. The ſaid Thomas, 44 Hen. III. 
had ſummons, dated at Weſtminſter, Aug. 1. to repair to the 
marſhes, with all the power he could raiſe, for the defence of 
thoſe parts, againſt the Welch. He gave to the monks of Abber- 
bury, com. Salop. (a cell belonging to the abby of Grand Monte 
in France,) an eſtate called Pakenhale, with all its appurtenances, 
{except as in his ſaid grant is excepted.) And he, moreover, 
gave the advowſon of two prebends in the church of Abberbury, 
(one whereof had before then been given by his father Robert, to 
William, and the other to Hugh Corbett,) which cell, eſtate of 
Pakenhale, and prebends, upon the ſuppreſſion of alien priories, 
were by Archbiſhop Chicheley, given to All-Souls college in 
Oxford, where the original grant remains, dated at Caus, Wed- 
neſday in Eaſter week, anno 1262. 46 Hen. III. & Julii 22: 
eodem Anno, a writ iſſued, dated at Ambian, and directed to 
Philip Baſſet, juſticiary of England, reciting a commiſſion iſſued 
to Henry, Earl of Hereford, Roger Mortimer, Thomas Corbett, 
and others, Barons- Marchers, upon a report of the death of Lle- 
wellin, fon of Griflin, in caſe of whoſe death the King's army 
Was 
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was to rendevouz at Shrewsbury; and 47 Hen. III. he received 
the King's precept requiring him to be at Hereford, on the third 
day after Epiphany, well accouter'd with horſe and arms, to 
march againſt the Welch, who had then poſſeſſed themſelves of 
divers lands belonging to the King's ſubjects in the marſhes; and 
in like manner, to be at Ludlow, upon the octave of the Purifica. 
tion of the bleſſed Virgin. The ſaid Thomas, (who married I. 
bel, daughter of Reginald, and ſiſter of Roger Valletort, Baron 
of Huberton, her brother giving with her in free marriage thirty 
three Knights fees and a half, belonging to the ſaid Barony,) died 
20 Edw, I. ſeiz d of Aſtonmiſterleigh, &c. From him deſcend- 
ed Peter Corbett, who, Dec. 12. 5 Edw. I. by a writ then iſſued, 
directed to Edmund, Earl of Lancaſter, the King's brother, and 
dated at Windſor, was ſummon'd along with the ſaid Earl, Ni. 
- Colas Corbett, and others, to attend the King at Worceſter, in 
the octaves of St. John Baptiſt, in his expedition againſt the 
Welch; and beſides the ſaid Peter, Robert Corbett, com. Salop. 
and Nicholas Corbett, com. Northampton, are in the marſhal's 
roll of the nobility and p of quality, 5 Edw. I. that held by 
Knights ſervice, that offered and acknowledged their ſervice be- 
fore Humphrey, Earl of Hertford, conſtable of England, and 
Roger, Earl of Norfolk, marſhal of England, to attend the King 
on his expedition againſt Llewellin, Prince of Wales. 

Peter Corbett, May 24. 1282. 10 Edw. I. is named a witneſs 
to a writ dated at Hartlebury, and directed to John de Vallibus, 
to appear at Rotheland on the Lord's day, the morrow of St. Pe- 
ter, in his expedition againſt the Welch; and in the ſame year, the 
faid Peter, was in the expedition made into Wales; and June 28. 
1283. the ſame King iſſued writs, dated at Rotheland, and di- 
refed to the Earl of Glouceſter, and Peter Corbett, among o- 
thers, to attend him at Shrewsbury the morrow after Michaelmas 
day, to aſſiſt ina treaty then to be had concerning David, the ſon of 
Griffin, his captive; and June 14. 1287. 15 Edw. I. the ſame Peter, 
and alſo Nicholas Corbett, were ſummoned by writ. dated at Weſt- 
minſter, to attend Edmond, Earl of Cornwall, at Glouceſter, 
three weeks after St. John Baptiſt, with horſes, and arms, on 
His expedition into Wales; and July 16. the ſame year, the King 
being deſirous to provide an army againſt and other Welch 
rebels, by writ, dated at Glouceſter, ſummoned the ſaid Peter, to 
attend him at Lampadherner, with four hundred footmen, whom 
the writ requires ſhould be, potentes ad arma: and November 
14, the ſame year, he was, together with Edmund Mortimer, 
and others, required to continue in the King's camp at Emelen, 
to curb (as the writ expreſſes it) the malice and rebellion of the 
Welch: and 22 Edw. I. in June, he had ſummons forthwith to 
attend the King, to adviſe in parliament about moſt impor. 
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affairs of the realm. The ſaid Peter, had ſoon after command, 
dated at Weſtminſter June 14. (as had Nicholas Corbett, June 
26.) to be at Portſmouth Sept. 1. well fitted with horſe and 
arms, thence to ſail with the King into France. The faid Peter, 
was ſummoned by writ, dated at Canterbury, October 3. 23 Edw. 
I. to attend the King's brother at Plymouth, upon All-Saints day, 
in order for them to ſail thence, to carry the wars on in France. 
24 Edw. I. July 15. Peter Corbett is witneſs to an inſtrument in 
cuſtody of the chamberlain of the exchequer, whereby ſeveral 
noblemen of Scotland, renounce a confederacy betwixt the King 
of France, and themſelves: and the ſaid Peter, was again 25 
Edw. I. in the wars againſt France: 26 Edw. I. Peter Corbett, 
was one of the fifteen Barons to whom the ſheriffs of Stafford, 
and Shropſhire, were to deliver a letter about the ſervice of the 
King's army in Scotland. 27 Edw. I. he was found to be one 
of the next heirs of Roger Valletort, a great Baron in the Weſt. 
The ſame Peter, baron, & c. died ſeiz'd of the manor of Den- 
neweſton, a member of the Barony of Caus, &c. 28 Edw. T. 
after having been ſummoned to parliament 23, 25, 27, 28 Edw. 
I. from the aforeſaid Peter, did deſcend Peter Corbett, another 
Baron of the realm, (Thomas, who died in his father's life-time, 
and John, born 26 Edw. I.) to whom, 30 Edw. I. the King ſent 
aſummons to John, Earl of Surry, and (among others) to the ſaid 
Peter Corbett, concerning his army in Scotland. 34 Edw. I. 
Peter Corbett, was ſummoned by a writ, dated, April 5. at Weſt- 
minſter to attend the parliament, Craft. Trin. or to ſend his at- 
torney, about an aid for knighting the King's ſon. 2, 11, 18, & 
28 Edw. I. we meet with ſeveral inquiſitions taken after the death 
of Thomas, William, Roger, another Thomas, and Peter Cor- 
bett, (as we do of five of this family; R. Edw. II. of eight, R. 
Edw. III. of fix, R. Rich. II. of eight, R. Hen. IV. of eight, R. 
Hen. VI. &c.) and 33 Edw. I. Henry de Pomroy, and Peter 
Corbett, pray ſeizin of the Manor of Tremington, and the ad- 
vowſon of the church, together with the borough of Aſh, the 
manor of Califtock, and the advowſon of the church, and fifty, 
or fifty four Knights fees, in Cornwall and Devonſhire, which 
by writ, dated April 6. was ſent to the judges, on which occa- 
ion was produced a grant from Roger Valletort, of the premiſſes, 
and of Sutton, and Mackaton, to Richard, King of the Romans, 
and Earl of Cornwall, and to the heirs of his body, who dying 
without iſſue, the King entered upon his lands, againſt which 
they pray'd relief, which judges remitted their complaint to the 
parliament, and the parliament remitted it to the judges. 
| The ſaid Peter, Jan. 18. 1308. 1 Edw. II. by a writ then 
iſſued, dated at Dover, was ſummoned along with John, Earl of 
» and others, ta attend the King's coronation at gs 4

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ſter, on the Lord's day, next after Valentine's day, The (aid 
Peter, the Baron, &c. July 30. 3 Edw. II. by a writ then iſſued 
dated at Stamford, directed to Gilbert, Earl of Glouceſter, &c 
was ſummoned to attend the King at Newcaſtle upon Tyne, 
upon Monday, Michaelmas-day next afterwards, well fitted with 
men and arms, thence to march with the King againſt the Scotch 
for notorious breach of treaties by them made. And Dec, 23, 
A. D. 1313. 7 Edw. II. the faid Peter, was ſummoned, by , 
writ then iſſued, dated at Weſtminſter, and directed to Thomas, 
Earl of Lancaſter, for them, &c. to attend the King at Berwick 
on Monday next before Barnaby-day, well fitted with horſe and 
arms, thence to march with the King, and ſerve under him in 
the wars againſt the Scotch. 8 Edw. II. the aforeſaid Peter, 
had ſummons to repair to Newcaſtle upon Tyne, upon the feaſt 
of the Aſſumption of the bleſſed Virgin, well fitted with horſe 
and Arms, to reſtrain the incurſions of the Scotch; and April 21, 
1321. 14 Edw. II. by a writ then iſſued, directed to Thomas, 
Earl of Berkeley, the ſaid Peter, the Baron, &c. of Caus, &c. 
dated at Briſtol, had command to preſerve the peace of the realm, 
againſt believing of falſe news; and Nov. 12. 1321. 15 Edw. II. 
by a writ then iſſued, directed to Humphrey, Earl of Hereford 
and Eſſex, and dated at Weſtminſter, he was commanded nc 
to be preſent at the Convention appointed by Thomas, Earl « 
Lancaiter, at Doncaſter ; and a writ having been before iflued 
to ſummon his ſon Edward, Earl of Cheſter, the ſaid Peter, &c. 
to attend the King in his Majeſty's ſervice at Newcaſtle upon

coln, Anno 1301. and joined in a letter, which he, with other 
Nobles, ſubſcribed to the Pope, denying Scotland to be feudatory 
to the church of Rome, and diſowning any juriſdiction of the 
Pope in temporalities; which letter bears date Feb. 12. eodem 
anno, and is preſerved in the Exchequer, with his ſeal affixed 
to his name, viz. two Ravens, the Coat having two Wyvernes, 
ſupporterwiſe. 

This Peter, Lord Corbett, married Beatrix, daughter of John, 
Lord Beauchamp, of Hach, com. Somerſet; and 15 Edw. II. 
died ſeized of the manors of Boreham, Shelve, Denneweſton, 
Horton, Over-Gather, Baglecroft, &c. ; 

The laſt mentioned Thomas, or Sir Thomas, (as he is ftiled 


in ſome records,) had alſo iſſue Roger Corbet, and four 2 
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ters, viz. Alice, Emma, Winnewine, and Venice; whereof 
Alice, married Robert, Baron of Stafford, (from whom deſcend- 
el the noble Earl of Stafford, Earl and Duke of Buckingham); ) 
Emma, married to Sir — Bryan, of Brampton, (had Walter de 
Brampton, their ſon and heir, and he Bryan ; and he Marga- 
ret and Elizabeth: Margaret, married to Robert Harley, Eſq; 
from whom the noble family, of the Earls of Oxford is deſcend- 
&, and Elizabeth, her fiſter, married to Edmund Cornwall.) 
From the aforeſaid Emma Corbett, the family of Blunt, of Kin- 
let, alſo iſſued. Concerning this family, there are theſe farther 
particulars among the records and hiſtories relating thereunto, viz. 
April 5. 1 Edw. III. writs were iſſued dated at Ramſey, for 
ſummoning perſons to appear at Newcaſtle upon Tyne the Mon- 
dy after the Aſcenſion, to attend the King's ſervice in his expe- 
dition into Scotland; on which occaſion Roger Corbett, of Cau 
was ſummoned among others. Oct. 3. 11 Edw. III. William, 
Earl of Northampton, was commiſſioned to treat with Philip, King 
of France, touching King Edward's right to that Crown; on which 
occaſion Sir Robert Corbett, going with the ſaid Earl, had letters of 
protection; which protection was afterwards renewed by letters 
dated at the Tower of London, May 23. 12 Edw. III. July 4. 
19 Edw. III. the King ſummoned ſeveral to attend him with 
horſe and arms at the feaſt of St. Laurence, and ſail along with 
him into France; on which occaſion a writ was directed to 
Hugh Courtney, Earl of Devon, &c. Roger Corbett, com. 
dalop, a Knight Banneret, &c. Dec. 5. 37 Edw. III. Walter 
Corbett, had letters of ſafe conduct to come into England for one 
year, with two perſons to attend him. 3 Hen. IV. Sir Robert 
Corbett, was the King's Chamberlain, and one of the proxies of 
Laly Philippa, the King's daughter, for her marriage with 
Errick, King of Denmark, the proxy dated at the Prince of 
Wales's caſtle, May 14. 6 Hen. IV. upon an array for reſiſting 
the French, a writ was iſſued to the Noblemen and Gentlemen 
of the county of Kent, to guard their coaſt, and at the ſame 
time to Sir os Corbett, com. Suff. Between 15 Edw II. 
and 2 Hen, V, we find fifteen Knights of the Shire for the 
county of Salop, of this family, and two for the county of 
Worceſter, and two for the nty of Wilts. 10 Hen. V. 
Roper Corbett, Conſtable of the caſtle of Holt, had ſome French 
priſoners aſſigned to his cuſtody, the writ dated at Weſtminſter, 
Jay 4. 7 Hen, VI. Walter Corbett, was returned the fourth 
in the liſt of the thirteen Gentry, for the county of Worceſter, 
to attend at Weſtminſter, 5 Sci. Hillar, to bear arms for the 
fence of the kingdom, as was Guido Corbett, one of the fifteen 
for the county of Suffolk. 12 Hen. VI. Thomas Corbett, was the 
ninth, and another Thomas Corbett, of Moreton, the tenth, of the 
bye and forty Gentry, com, Salop, returned by the 8 
23 Hen.

Elizabeth, reli 
of Roger Corbett, married John, Earl of Worceſter, by whom ſhe 
had a ſon Edward. Sir Richard Corbett, is in the liſt of the Nobility 
and Knights 15 Edw. IV. retained to ſerve the King in his wars 
in France; and one of the badges uſed by ſuch Lords, &c. was 
a Corniſh Chough, the uſual Creſt of this line of the family. 
May 9. 7 Hen. VII. Sir Richard Corbett, was retained along 
with George, Earl of Kent, for one whole year to ſerve in his 
wars in France. 15 Eliz. Sir Andrew Corbet, was in a ſpecia! 
commiſſion, com. Salop, dated at Weſtminſter, Oct. 15. 
Queen Elizabeth, made Robert Corbett, her envoy to the 
King of Spain, anno regni 17. 25 Eliz. Richard Corbet, pur- 
chaſed Mereden, com. Warw. but lived moſt upon his eſtate in 
Oxfordſhire, Temp. Eliz. Humphrey Corbett, had the manor 
of Overhall, com. Heref. and Stoke-Newington, com. Middle- 
ſex. Nov. 12. 15 Jac. I. Sir Vincent Corbett, was appointed 
one of the Council to William, Lord Compton, Lord Preſident 
of the marches of Wales. From the aforefaid Sir Robert, of 
Caus-Caſtle, father of the next mentioned after him, Sir Robert, 
after ſeveral perſons named in the foregoing account, of whom 
Fhomas Corbett, was married to the heireſſes of Burton and 
Moreton, and other honourable alliances, is the line of the family 
of Corbett, ſeated at Longnor, deſcended ; the firſt of which 
that was made a Baronet by King Charles I. was Sir Edward, 
before-mentioned, (after Sir John Corbett, had been made a Ba- 
ronet, July 4.

M ARK HAM, a village in Nottinghamſhire, Mr. Camden 
obſerves (a), gave name to the Markhams, a family very 
famous heretofore, both for antiquity and valour ; of which was 
Sir Alexander de Markham, Knt. conſtable of the caſtle of Not- 
tingham, temp. Hen, III. His fon Alexander, was father of John, 
who had a ſon, lord of Markham, father of John de Markham, 
an eminent lawyer, temp. Edw. II. & Edw. III. who by Joan, 
daughter to Sir Nicholas Bothomſell, Knt. was father of Robert 
de Markham, ſerjeant at law, temp. Edw. III. who married a 
daughter of Sir John Caunton of Caunton, Knt. by whom he 
was father of Sir John Markham, Knt. one of the juſtices of the 
common pleas (5), from the 20 of Rich. II. to 9 Hen. IV. He 
acquired great poſſeſſions in Lincolnſhire, by his firſt marriage 
with Elizabeth (c), daughter of Sir John de Creſſy, Knt. ſiſter and 
coheir of Sir Hugh de Creſſy, who died S. P. temp. Hen. IV. 
(Catharine the other ſiſter and coheir, married Sir John Clifton, 
Knt.) by the partition made at Retford, 10 Hen. IV. of vir 
1 de Creſſy's eſtate (4). The manors of Riſegate, Braytoft, 
and Exton, in Linconſhire (of which laſt, Hugh de Creſſy of 
Oulecotes, held the moiety for his life) fell to the ſhare of the judge's 
parity: Sir John, had iſſue, by his firſt marriage, Sir Robert 
arkham, Knt. who married Elizabeth (e), daughter, and heir, of 
Sir Nicholas Burdon, Knt, and was anceſtor to the Markham“ 
of Cotham, and Allerton, in Nottinghamſhire. Sir John, mar- 
ried to his ſecond wife, Millicent, daughter and coheir to vi 
John Bekeringe, Knt, relict of Sir Nicholas Burdon, Knt. by 
whom he had Sir John Markham, Knt. anceſtor to thoſe we are 
now treating of.

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dir John Markham, Knt. the eldeſt ſon, by the ſecond venter, 
was an eminent lawyer, and appointed lord chief juſtice of the 
King's bench, 22 Hen. VI. (a). and had his patent renewed 
1 Edw. IV. Of this great man, we have the following account (6). 

John Markham, was born at Markham, in Nottinghamſhire, 
© deſcended of an ancient and worthy family. He employed his 
© youth in the ſtudying of the municipal law of this realm, where- 
© in he attained to ſuch eminency, that King Edward the fourth 
© knighted him, and made him lord chief juſtice of the King's 
© bench, in the place of Sir John Forteſcue, that learned and up- 
right judge, who fled away with King Henry the ſixth. 

© Yet Forteſcue was not miſs'd, becauſe Markham ſucceeded 
© him: and that loſs, which otherwiſe could not be repair'd, now 
could not be perceived. For though theſe two judges did ſeve- 
© rally lean to the ſides of Lancaſter and York, yet both fat up- 
right in matters of judicature. 

We will inſtance and inſiſt on one memorable act of our judge, 
© which though ſingle in itfelf, was plurall in the concernings 
© thereof, And let the reader know, that I have not been care- 
© leſs to ſearch, though unhappy not to find, the original record, 
* perchance aboliſhed on purpoſe, and filenced for telling tales to 
© the diſgrace of great ones. We muſt now be contented to write 
* this ſtory out of the Engliſh chronicles (c); and let him die of 
* drought without pitty, who will not quench his thirft at the 
© river, becauſe he cannot come at the fountain. 

* King Edward the fourth, having married into the family of 
* the Woodvills, (gentlemen of more antiquity then wealth, and 
of higher ſpirits than fortunes) thought it fit for his own honour, 
to beſtow honour upon them: but he could not fo eaſily provide 
* them of wealth, as titles. For honour he could derive from 
* himſelf, like light from a candle, without any diminiſhing of 
his own luſtre; whereas wealth flowing from him, as water 
from a fountain, made the ſpring the ſhallower. Wherefore 
* he reſolved to cut down ſome prime ſubjects, and to ingraff the 
Queen's kindred into their eſtates, which otherwiſe like ſuckers 
* muſt feed on the ſtock of his own exchequer. 

* There was at this time, oneSir Thomas Cook, late lord mayor 
of London and K night of the Bath, one who had well lick'd his fin- 
ger under Queen Margaret, (whoſe wardroper he was, and cuſto- 
mer of Hampton) a man of a great eſtate, It was agreed that he 
* ſhould be accuſed of high treafon, and a commiſſion of oyer and 
* terminer granted forth to the lord mayor, the duke of Clarence, 
* the earl of Warwick, the lord Rivers, Sir ſohn Markham, Sir

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John Fogg, &c. to try him in Guild-Hall: and the King by 
private inſtructions to the judge appeared ſo farre, that Cool 
© though he was not, muſt be found guilty, and if the law was 
too ſhort, the judge muſt ſtretch it to the purpoſe. 

The fault laid to his charge was, for lending moneys to 
Queen Margaret, wife to King Henry the ſixth ; the proof wx 
* the confeſſion of one Hawkins, who being rack'd in the Tower, 
had confeſſed ſo much. The councel for the King hanging as 
much weight on the ſmalleſt Wyer, as it would hold, 2g. 
* gravated cach particular, and by their rhetoricall flaſhes blew the 
| fault up to a great height. Sir Thomas Cook pleaded for him- 
© ſelf, that Hawkins indeed upon a ſeaſon came to him, and re- 
* queſted him to lend one thouſand marks, upon good ſecurity, 
© But he deſired firſt to know for whom the money ſhould he: 
© and underſtanding it was for Queen Margaret, denied to lend 
any money, though at laſt the ſaid Hawkins deſcended ſo low, 
© as to require but one hundred pounds, and departed without any 
© penny lent him. | 

Judge Markham in a grave ſpeech did recapitulate, ſclect, 
and collate the material points on either fide, ſhewing that the 
proof reached not the charge of high treaſon, and miſpriſion of 
treaſon was the higheſt it could amount to; and intimated to 
the jury, to be tender in matter of life, and diſcharge good con- 
ſciences. 

© The jury being wiſe men (whoſe apprehenſions could make 
up a whole ſentence of every nod of the judge) ſaw it behoved 
them to draw up treaſon into as narrow a compaſs as might be, 
leſt it became their own caſe; for they lived in a troubleſome 
world, wherein the cards were ſa ſhuffled, that two Kings were 
turn'd up trump at once, which amazed men how to play their 

mes. Whereupon they acquitted the priſoner of high treaſon, 
and found him guilty as the judge directed. 

« Yet it coſt Sir Thomas Cook, before he could get his liberty, 
eight hundred pounds to the Queen, and eight thouſand pounds 
to the King: a ſum in that age more ſounding like the ranſome 
of a prince, then the fine of a ſubject. Beſides, the lord Rivers 
(the Queen's father) had, during his impriſonment, deſpoiled his 
houſes, one in the city, another in the countrey, of Plate and 
furniture, for which he never received a penny recompence. 
Yet God righted him of the wrongs men did him, by blcſhng 
the remnant of his eſtate to him, and his poſterity, which Kill 
flouriſh (a) at Giddy-Hall in Eſſex. 
© As for Sir John Markham, the King's diſpleaſure fell ſo heavy 
© on him, that he was outed of his place, and Sir Thomas Billing 


put in his room, though the one loſt that office, with more ho- 
nour 
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© nour than the other got it; and gloried in this, that though the 
© King could make him no judge, he could not make him no 
« upright judge. He lived privately the reſt of his days, having 
© (beſides the eſtate got by his practice) fair lands by Margaret 
© his wife, daughter and coheir to Sir Simon Leke (a), of Cotham, 
in Nottinghamſhire, whoſe mother Joan, was daughter and heir 
of Sir John Talbot, of Swannington, in Leiceſterſhire.” 

Mr. Camden, ſtiles this chief juſtice (5), © the greateſt orna- 
© ment of this family, who temper'd his judgments with fo 
© much equity (as you may read in the hiſtories of England) 
© that his name will endure as long as time it ſelf. After his 
© being difplac'd on a very honourable account (e), and fe Mee 
© having thereby deſervedly obtain'd the name of the upright &-F# as 
judge, he retir'd to Sedgebroke, where he built a burial place A.

T HIS is a family of good antiquity, who have long flouriſhed 


with great reputation and eſteem, in the county of Vork: 
ſome have imagined them to be deſcended from Howngate, 
who with Talbot, (afterwards Lord Talbot) Laſſells and 
Erringham, four magiſtrates of York (a), were knighted, with 
dir Robert Clifford, governor of York, by William the Con- 
queror, for the noble defence they made, when he beſieged that 
city, Mr. Drake, in his antiquities of York, ſays (b), the an- 
cient family of the Hungates, in that county, ſeem to derive their 
name from Hungate, in that city.

1644, 
wha had two wives, 1. (a) Anne, daughter of Henry, and ſiſter to 
Sir Henry Carvil, of St. Mary's, in Marſhland, in Norfolk, Knt. 
by whom he had no iſſue ; but by his ſecond wife, Catharine (4), 
daughter of Chriſtopher, Lord Teynham, had iſſue, Sir Robert Tho- 
rold, Bart. who married Catharine. daughter of Sir Henry Knollys, 
of Grove-Place, in Hampſhire, Knt. and had iſſue, Sir Robert 
Thorold, Bart. a Gentleman of a very ſolid Judgment, which was 
much improved by travelling, and adorned by an entire maſtery of 
ſeveral languages: in his temper and manner of living, he was ge- 
nerous, compaſſionate, and hofpitable ; in his converſation, amicable 
and eaſy, and a perfect well bred man, without affectation or forma- 
lity ; he died in St. James's-Place, Weſtminſter, Nov. 30.

H E name of this family is local, being taken from this 

place of their habitation, which they are ſuppoſed to have 
been poſſeſſed of ever ſince, if not before, the Norman conqueſt; 
whereof de Wrotteſley, (ſo his name is written as a wit- 
neſs to two deeds in the Monaſticon,) lived temp. Hen. II. (a) Sir 
Hugh de Wrotteſley, was ſeated here, temp. Hen. III. as was 
alſo Sir William de Wrotteſley, 9 Edw. II. 

Sir Hugh de W rotteſley, ſon and heir of Sir William, in 21 Edw. 
III. had licence to make a park at Wrotteſley, and in 23 of that 
King, had the cuſtody of the lands of William Pillatenhall, de- 
ceaſed ; in which year he was made one of the Knights Companions 
of the moſt noble order of the Garter, at the foundation of that 
order, and bore, Or, three Piles, Sable, a Canton, Ermine. In 
24 Edw. III. he had a penſion of 40 l. granted him for his ſervices; 
he married two wives (6), 1. Iſabel, daughter of John Arderne, of 
Aldford, by whom he had lands in Budworth, in Cheſhire, held 
under the King, as Earl of Cheſter, in capite, by Knights-ſervice, 
2 Hen, IV. by her he had no iſſue; but by his ſecond wife, Mabil, 
daughter of Rice Rees, he left iſſue, John, and died 4. Rich. II. 

John, his ſon, and heir, held the lands of Iſabel Arderne, in 
Cheſhire, above-mentioned, and had iſſue Hugh, who lived 12 
Hen, VI. and 1 Edw. IV. and married (c) Thomaſine, daugh- 
ter of Sir John Greiſley, Knt. and was by her father of Sir Wal- 
ter Wrotteſley, Knt. who was Lord of Perton, 9 Edw. IV. and 
was buried in the Grey-Friers Church, now Chriſt-Church, in 
London, 1473. He married (4) Jane, daughter and heir of 
Hugh Barry, of Berks, Eſq; and left iſſue, Richard, and Henry, 
who died fellow of a college in Oxford, 1486. and three daugh- 
ters, Thomafine, wife to William, Lord Stourton, Alice, wife 
to Thomas, Lord Scrope, of Upſale, and Anne, married to Ri- 
chard, Lord St. Almand, (or St. Amand.) Richard, theeldeſt ſon, 
married (e) Dorothy, daughter of Edmund Sutton, Eſq; ſon of 
John, Lord Dudley, Knight of the moſt noble order of the Garter, 
and relict of Sir John Muſgrave, Knt. by whom he had a ſon 
named Walter.

Hrockemertona, "Throckmorton, or the Rockmoor- town, 

from whence this family is denominated, is ſituated in the 
vale of Eveſham, in the pariſh of Fladbury, anciently written 
Flandenburgh, in Perſhore hundred, com. Wigorn. a manor 
containing two hamlets, Hull, alias Hill, and Moor, 

The riſe of this family is recorded by no antiquary ; in a pe- 
digree made by Sir William Dugdale, the firſt mentioned is John 
de Throckmorton, who was Lord of the manor of Throckmor- 
ton, in the vale of Eveſham, about 60 years after the Norman 
conqueſt, A, D. 1130: (a) which leaves no room to doubt, 
but that this family poſſeſſed it at the entrance of the Normans, 
or long before, the etymology of the name being either Britiſh, 
or, as more probable, Saxon.

T HIS ancient family is ſaid to take its riſe from the Blondi, or 

Biondi, in Italy, whoſe hiſtorians derive them from the 
Roman Flavii (6). 

Blound, Lord of Guiſnes, in France, had three ſons, who 
came into England, with William the Conqerour: One returned 
into France; the other two, Sir Robert, and Sir William Blound, 
remained in England, and gave a beginning to all the Blounts, in 
this kingdom. Sir Robert, created by the Conqueror, Baron of 
Ickſworth, in Suffolk, married Gundred, daughter to the Earl 
Ferrers, He was Dux Manuum Militarium, Baron of Ickſ- 
worth, Lord of Orford-Caſtle, Walſham, Stepworth, Aſhfeild, 
and Laningham, in com. Suffolk (c). 

Gilbert, his ſon, (whom Cambden calls Magnz Nobilitatis 
Vir;) founded the priory at Ickſworth, and endowed it with 
2801, per Ann, He married Alicia de Colekirk, and left iſſue 
William, Baron of Ickſworth ; who married Sarah, daughter of 
Monchampes, or Monchenſy, Lord of Elwalfton, in Derbyſhire, 
and had iſſue Gilbert, by others called Hubert, Baron of Ickſ- 
worth.

It appears by a 
record now in the Tower, that the King did grant to him, by 
the name of Count Chamberlain, Earl of Tankerville, Viſcount 
De Millaine, and High Conſtable of Normandy, a warrant to 
receive 10000 marks, which he had lent to the King's ſon, in 
the wars with France, 

Of this family alſo was Sir Roger Chamberlayne, who, by the 
intrigues of the traiterous Duke of Suffolk, M. de la Poole, was 
condemn'd, and in part executed as a traitor, for his fidelity to 
his patron Humphrey, Duke of Glouceſter, Regent of Eng- 
land, during the minority of Henry VI. commonly called the 
Good Duke Humphrey; but by great providence was preſerv'd. 

As was alſo Sir Willam Chamberlayne, of Gedding, in Suf- 
folk, a great favourite and companion of Edward IV. by whom 
he was made Knight of the Garter, in the firſt year of his reign : 
He was a man of great renown, an able governor, and expert 
ſoldier (a), for during his being governor of Craill upon Oiſe, 
in France, which in 1436. was beſieged by the French, imme- 
diately after they had taken Paris, he behav'd ſo bravely, that 
with 200 Engliſhmen only, he iſſued out of the town, diſcom- 
forted his enemies, ſlew 200 of them, and took a great many pri- 
ſoners. He and his wife, in 1457. ſettled 9 marks annual rent, 
iſſuing out of Falconars manor, on the chantry Priefts that offi- 
cated in Sir Robert Herling's chapel: According to his will, he 
Is buried in a fine arched monument, with his wife, on the 
north {ide of the chancel of Eaſt-Herling in Norfolk.

John Frechevile, of Stavely, in Derbyſhire, Eſq; (afterwards 
| Lord Frechevile,) whereof he himſelf was Lieutenant-Colonel. 
And to the perpetual honour of his name and family, this young 
hero, not yet twenty-two years of age, like a true patriot of his

THI family, denominated from the town of Anvers, in 
France, and anciently written de Anverſo, or D' Anvers, 
deſcend from Roland D*Anverſo, who entered England with Wil- 
lam the Conqueror, and altho' we find not any lands he held by 
gift of that Pines, who very liberally rewarded his followers, 
eſpecially thoſe who took up their abode here, yet Ranulph D' 
Anvers, his fon, received of Criſpin, Lord of Wallingford, 
(whoſe Knight he was) the manors of Marlow, Dorney, and 
Huckham, to hold of his Honour of Wallingford. 

Roland, (fon of Ranulph) was Dapifer to the Baron of Wal- 


' lingford, and his deſcendant, Sir Ranulph D*Anvers, married the 


daughter and heir to William de la Riviere, by which match he 
greatly increaſed his eſtate ; to which a farther addition was made 
by William, his ſon and heir, who married with the ſiſter and 
co-heir of Robert de Coleſhall: He was living 17. Edw. III. 
and one of the witneſſes to a charter of that King, dated Nov. 
9, 1343. whereby Nicholas de Cantilupe, became the founder of 
the Carthuſian monaſtery of Beavall, in com. Nott. and being 
denominated of Wappenham, had iſſue Robert, who died 37. 
Edw. III. having had iſſue by Alice, his wife, ſiſter and co-heir 


to Robert de la Beech, of Aldworth, in Berks, (whoſe family 


had been Barons of Parliament, and of ancient extraction) two 
ſons, Edmund, and Richard. 

Edmund, was aged twenty-two in 38. Edw. III. and had iſ- 
ſue William, who was under Treaſurer of England, Temp.

To this Hugh, ſucceeded two Baldwyns (e, the laſt of which 
leſt a fon, William de Aclan, who temp. Edw. I. married Sarah, 
daughter of Johnde la Pile, and was father of another Baldwyn, 
temp, Edw. II. He had iſſue John (4), who married Agnes, 
daughter of Richard de Leigh, temp.

well diſcharged ; and was one of the knights of the ſhire 
for (c) Devonſhire, in parliament. He had the honour of knight- 
hood (4) conferred on him in the Tower of London, on the 
15th of March, 1603. by King James I. and in 1608, was ſhe- 
riff of the county. He was not more eminent for his greatne, 
(e) than he was for his goodneſs ; and indeed, tis goodneſs that 
adds a luſtre to greatneſs ; good is the much more honourable 
character than great, as appears from a teſtimony, beyond excep- 
tion, that of King Charles I. who told his fon (/), That he had 
rather he ſhould be Charles le bon, than Charles le grand.

piece, handſomly ſet off with curious carvings and paintings (a), 
where, upon a tomb, about five foot high from the ground, 
lieth his portraiture, in full proportion, lively cut out in ſtone, 
all in armour, except the head and hand.

but with any power that might arrive by ſea, Upon the decline 
of the King's affairs, his houſe was plundered, and himſelf fined 


for his de] inquency, by the commiſhoners at —

but amidſt the confuſion of thoſe civil wars, the letters patents 
were deſtroyed, and new letters patents not being granted till 
the year 1677, after the reſtoration, by reaſon of a long minority 
in this family, there was in them inſerted a ſpecial clauſe of pre- 
cedency, from the date of the firſt, viz, June 24, 1644.

(Sir THOMAS, KNIGHT, 


Created BARONET, 1644. 
(Exemplify'd to Francis, April 22. 1678.) 


THE firſt anceſtor mentioned in this family pedigree, is 
Ynyr Caduroch, a nobleman in Maelors, one of the Ba- 
rons of the Prince of Powis, deſcended from the King of Powis, 
who was deſcended from Gurtheirn, (called by the Engliſh Ver- 
tigern,) Earl of Eurgain and Ewyas, in Herefordſhire, and af- 
terwards King of the Britains, about the Year 450. He mar- 
ried Rheinger, daughter and ſole heir to the Earl of Hereford, 
who was deſcended from Cariadoc Ureichfras, that was one of 
the Knights of the round-table to King Arthur: They left iflue, 
Tudyr, firnamed Trevor, who was Earl of Hereford, in right 
of his mother, and married Gladuſia, daughter to Howel Dda, 
King and Governor of all Wales. The title of Earl of Here- 
ford continued in this family many years, till the Saxons wreſt- 
ed it, and all the kingdom, out of the hands of the Britains, 
and conferred the ſame on the Saxon nobility. 

From the above Tudyr, after a long ſeries of anceſtors, who 
married with the daughters of the Princes of North and South 
Wales, the King of Cornwall, the Lords of Powis, and Ba- 
rons of Burford, &c. was Morris Edwards Eſq; who lived 
temp. Hen. VII. and was the firſt that took that ſurname. 
Tho? we find that ſome of this family were poſſeſſors of Maelors, 
Chirckland, Oſweſtry, Dudlefton, and Whittington, about 
the 12th of William the Conqueror. David, the fon of Morris, 
was of Kilhendre, in com. Salop, and father of John Edwards, 
alias John ap David, &c. and his ſon Edward Edwards, of 
Shrewsbury, married Ancharet, daughter and heir of Edward 
ap Howel, ap Enyon Goch, and had iſſue, Hugh Edwards, 
of Shrewsbury, who lies buried in St. Chads Church, leaving 
iſſue, by Alice, daughter of Thomas Keile, of Bakber, in com. 


Dorſet. two ſons, Timothy, of Kilhendre, living 1623. and

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Thomas, died March 19. 1634. æt. 79. and was buried 
in St. Chads Church in Shrewsbury, having iſſue by Anne 
daughter of Humphry Baskerville, 255 ; Alderman of London.

Sir Thomas Edwards, Knt. fon and heir, was the firſt aro- 
net of this family, advanced to that dignity by King Charles J. 
He married firſt, Anne, daughter to Bonham Norton, of 
Shetton, com. Salop, Eſq; and had iſſue only one daughter, 
Anne, married to Herbert Weſtfaling, of Rudhall, in com. 
Hereford, Eſq; His ſecond wife was Cecily, daughter to Ed- 
ward Brookes, of Stretton, in com. Salop, Eſq; by whom he 
had iſſue fix ſons; 1. Sir Francis, 2. Thomas Edwards, Eſq; 
who married Anne, daughter and coheir of John Haynes, of 

hropſhire, Eſq; and dying January 28. 172. aged 82. left 
iſſue one ſon, Sir Henry, of whom hereafter, and one daughter.) 
3. Benjamin, (who was clerk to St. Bartholomew's Hoſpital, 
London, and married Sarah, daughter to Richard Pooke, mer- 
chant, and left iſſue one ſon, Francis, and one daughter, 4. 
Herbert, died unmarried, 5, Jonathan, Rector of Weſtbury, 
in Shropſhire, (who left iſſue two ſons, Jonathan, and Thomas, 
and two daughters, Mary, married to Mr. Pougenes, of Car- 
marthenſhire,Elizabeth, unmarried,) 6. Brookes, who died with- 
out iſſue, Sir Thomas alſo left five daughters, who all died 
unmarried, . 

Sir Francis Edwards, Bart. eldeſt fon of Sir Thomas, ſuc- 
ceeded his father in dignity and eſtate, though the latter was 
very much impaired by the family's great ſufferings in the civil 
wars, in which *tis ſuppoſed the Baronet's patent was loſt ; 
for in April, 1678. a new one was granted to Francis, (then 
Sir Francis) Edwards, of Shrewsbury, and to the heirs male of 
his body, with remainder to Thomas, Benjamin, Herbert, and 
Jonathan, and the heirs male of their bodies, &c, with a ſpecial 
Clauſe for precedency before all Baronets, created after the year 
1644. viz. according to the former patent. 

This Sir Francis, was a colonel of foot, in the ſervice of King 
William, and died in Ireland, that ſummer the battle of the 
Boyne was fought, and was buried there; he married Eleanor, 
daughter of Sir George Warburton, of Arley, in Chefhire, 
Bart. and had iſſue, Thomas, and Elizabeth, that died infants; 


Sir Francis, and four daughters; 1. Elizabeth, married An- 


drew Corbet, of Adbright-Huſſy, com. Salop, Eſq; 2. Eleanor, 
married the Rev. Mr. Dryden Pigot, of Edgemount, com. 
Salop, younger brother to Robert Pigot, of Chetwynd, in 


that County, Eſq; (ſhe died leaving no iſſue.) 3, Heſter, w 
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ried to Davies, of Stanton Lacy, com. Salop, Eſq; and, 
4. Diana, married to John Scrimſhire, Eſq; 

Sir Francis, the only ſon of Sir Francis, ſucceeded his father 
in title and eſtate, and married Eleanor, daughter of —— 
Harvey, of Stockton in Warwickſhire, Eſq; and left iſſue one 
ſon, Sir Francis, and one daughter, Eleanor, married to Sir Henry 
Edwards, Bart. of whom hereafter. | 

Sir Francis Edwards, Bart. ſucceeded his father in dignity and 


eſtate, and married, firſt, Anne, daughter and coheir of Tho- 


mas Rocke, of Shrewsbury, Eſq; by whom he had no iſſue. 
She dying 1726. he married to his ſecond Lady, Heſter, daugh- 
ter and coheir of John Lacon, of Weſt-Coppies, in Shropſhire, 
Eſq; and had one daughter. 

Sir Francis, dying without iſſue Male, was ſucceeded in 
dignity and eſtate by his couſin Sir Henry, grandſon of Sir 
Thomas, the firſt Baronet. | 

Which Sir Henry Edwards, the preſent Baronet, married
